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as  moft  neceflarily  it  will  in  the  Courfe 
of  the  Story. 

We  might  carry  back  the  Enquiry  we 
are  now  upon  to  the  beginning    not  of 
the  prefent  Reign,  but  even  to  the  Re- 
volution, nay,  even  to  the  beginning 
of  our  Unhappy  Divillons  in  this  Na- 
tion into  Parties  5  the  confequence  of 
wliich  Enquiry,    would    be  chiefly    to' 
{hew,  how  in  every  Reign,   in  every 
Age,  iiay  alnioH:  in  every  Year,  New  - 
Parties  have  rifen  up  among  us^diQin-. 
guidied  by  New  Names,  tho'  perhaps, 
eafily  to  be  refoived  into  the  fame  Ori- 
ginal Grand   Oivillon  which  'the  late 
King  Ja/?ies  left  this  Nation  in,  when 
forrner  petty  Divifions,  being  as  ic  were 
■ftifled,    fome    thought  Buryed    in  the 
Great   Revolution  Strife,    the  Nation 
fecmVl  only  divided  into  the  Two  great 
Parties,  tl^efe  Patrons  of  Lrbertj,  thofe 
-ot  Slaverj. 

ft  may  be  neceffary  for  the  continu- 
ing a  Chain  of  Story,  and  to  (hew  vou 
'the  Connexion  of  things  p-efeni-,  with 
•things  paO,  or  Confluences  with  their 
'-Caufes,  to  enter  here  into  fome  little 
H^ftorical  z\cfour7t  of  the  Changes  from 
.  ^rhar  time,!;©^  they  Tnve  depended  upon 
*one  ancther,  as  Links  in  a  Chain,to  the 
^  prefenr  period  of  things :,  and  this  fhail 
be  done  vv'ith  Fjrevit v  and  Plainr:ers. 

No 
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No  fooner  was  the  Blow  ftrock-  hi 
Brit  am,  and  King  J  awes  being  Fled, 
the  Convention  of  Etlates  h^d  declared 
the  Throne  Vacant,  and  had  the  placing 
the. Prince  and  Princefs  ot  Or^^/^c  in  the; 
Seat  of  the  Government  in  their  view  5 
but  a  Third  Party  rofe  up  and  violently 
oppofed  it.  Wo  knew  not  what  at  firft 
to -call  thefe  People,  neither  did  they. 
give  themfelves  any  Name  ^  tho'  they 
might  have  been  callVi  Oifobcr  Men 
at  that  time,  as  truly  and  with  as  juft 
a  Derivation  as  any  .now  bear  that 
Name.  They  were  as  much  Enemies  to 
the  Tyranny  and  Difpenfing.  Power  of 
King  Jawcs,  as  other  Men  :  They  were 
Zealous  to  prevent  the  Invafion  of  Po- 
pery, many,  yea  moPt  of  them,  had 
joyn'd  in  the  taking  up  Arms  againft 
their  Lawful  Sovereign  -^Cind  in  tlie  In- 
vitation given  to  a  Foreign  Prince  to 
come  over  in  a  Hoftile  manner,  and  In- 
vade their  King,  in  order  to  put  a  fcop 
to  his  Dcfign  againft  the  Uberty  and 
Religion  ot  rhcir  Country  :  Whether 
they  did  it  from  a  clear  iv-iew  of  the  Su- 
premacy of  the  Peoples  Pvighr  ro  thoCe 
Laws,  or  whether  Nature  had  rebelled 
in  thew  aQah;fi  Pnmiple,  Authors  have 
not  agreed  about  ir,nor  lliall  we  attempt 
to  folve  that  Difficultv  af  rhis  time. 

Bo'  Be 
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Be  that  as  it  will,  thefe  Gentlemen 
carryed  their  oppofition  to  the  Abdica- 
tion,a  great  length  ^  they  Voted  againft 
Declaring  the  Throne  Vacant  5  they 
Protefted  againft  the  filling  up  that  Va- 
cancy 5  they  Difown'd  the  Entailing  the 
Grown  upon  the  Perfons  mentioned  in 
the  Adl  of  Settlement  ^  and  many  of 
them  refnfed  to  acknowledge,  or  take 
the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  to  the  King  and 
Queen.  It  is  true,  moft  of  them  in 
time  having  confider'd  of  the  matter, 
and  the  Terms  of  the  Oath  rather  requi- 
ring a  PafTive  than  an  Adive  Allegi- 
ance, they  came  into  the  Oaths  ^  fome 
upon  the  Diftindions  of  a  right  De  Fa- 
&o  and  a  Right  De  Jure  :  Some  moved 
by  Intereft  and  Advantage  ^  fome  with 
Wicked  lleferves  of  their  Allegiance  to 
King  Jafyics  5  Tome  one  way,  fome  ano- 
ther 5  and  fome  by  far  the  Hcf^ejierfiood 
out  to  the  laft. 

It  would  be  too  long  to  give  you  the 
Arguments  here  which  were  ufed  on 
both  fides,  to  perfwade  a  Complyance, 
or  to  juftify  a  Refufal.  We  may  fend 
the  L  A  Y  T  Y  to  Examine  the  Dodrines 
of  Divine  Right,  Indefeazible  Title,  and 
the  Illegality  of  any  E^uman  Power,  Su- 
perfeding  the  Right  of  the  King  5  that 
he  derives  from,  and  is  only  accountable 
to  God  5  that  as  by  the  Law,  the  King 

can 
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can  do  no  Wrong,  fo  he  can  forfeit  no 
Right  ^  and  the  like  :  Arguments  often 
exploded  by  the  pradlice  of  thofe  that 
have  made  the  Jondeft  Profeflion  of 
them ;  yet  that  are  ft  ill  carry  ed  on,  and 
may  be  now  calPd  October  Principles^  as 
being  again  efpoufed  by  the  Gentlemen, 
who  we  are  coming  to  talk  of.  As  to  the 
CLERGY,  we  may  refer  them  to  the 
Learned  Dr.  Sherlock^  who  after  he 
-'lad  by  Example  and  Arguments,  led 
many  warm  hut  well  meaning  Men,  ta 
efpoufe  the  fame  Principle,and  lofe  their 
Livings  for  adhering  to  it,  left  them  in 
the  Lift  of  State  Martyrs,  but  excufed 
himfelf  ^and  profefling  himfclf  a  Con- 
vert to  Dr.  Overall^  fac'd  about,  took 
the  Oaths,  and  favM  a  good  Living,  af- 
ter he  had  ruin'd  half  a  Province  of  the 
Clergy. 

From  this  Original,  fprung  the  firft 
unhappy  Diftindion  among  us, /7//re /^<? 
Revolution^  known    by    the  Name  of  lint 
No»-Ji/rors  ;  to  our  sreat   Misfortune  ^;^'f5  *^* 
it  did  not  end  here.     For  as  we  noted  ciiun, 
above,  many  of  the  complying  Gentle- '^'^"-^»* 
men  retain'd  their  Principles,  tho'  they '^'^" 
had   for   the  R^enfons  abovefaid,  taken 
the  Oaths.  And  in  fpight  of  the  vSacred 
Obligation,  they  went  on  in  all  Com- 
panies, on  all  Occ:i(ions,  and  with  uii- 
uCual  Qpenp.QfSf  ^o  appear  for  the  Tnte- 

rcft 
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reft  and  Party  of  King  Javies :  they  In- 
fnlted,  RidiculM,  Bought,  Sold  and  Be- 
tray'd,  both  the  King,  his  Intereft,  his 
Bufinefs,  and  the  whole  Nation. 

The  World  having  in  no  Age  been 
ufed  to  a  People  of  fuch  Amphibious 
Politicks  as  thefe,  Men  were  at  a  lofs 
what  to  call  them  a  great  while  :  AW- 
Jitrors  they  were  iiot^  for  no  Parliament 
could  frame  Oaths  of  any  kind,  but 
they  would  take  them  :  They  fubmitted 
to  Oaths  of  Allegiance,  Recognition, 
Aflociation,  Abjuration,  Aifurance,  and 
every  thing  you  pleafed.  Willi amites 
they  could  not  be.  King  William  was 
their  Averfion,  and  they  would  Drink 
King  Ja/^jef^s  Health  as  openly,  as  if 
they  had  feen  hird  upon  the  Throne. 
From  thefe  Praftices,  they  came  to  di- 
ftinguifiithcmfelves  as  his  more  particu- 
lar Partifans  5  and  there  began  the  firfi: 
Second  Mention  of  the  word  Jacohife^as  a  Title 
Diiiiii'  juftly  given  them  and  which  they  quick- 

Jt  is  no  part  of  the  Defign  to  enlarge 
here,  either  in  a  Defcription  of,  or  a 
iuft  Exclamation  againft  the  Pradice  of 
thofe  Men.  The  Koti/'jurors  Contemn'd 
them,  biTt  licld  their  Pea ce,becaure  they 
found  they  (the  Ja^ohitsj)  did  their 
v/orkfor  them  5  the  reQ:  of  the  World 
Uoo^  at  CyyLt  at  .thcai,saaJ  l*iQ.k  d  oir 

tliem 
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them  as  Men  of  no  Principle,  neither 
fearing  God  or  re2;ardins[  Man. 

In  order  to  the  Brevity,  we  profefs 
you  (liall  exped  no  farther  account  of 
the  Couduft  of  thefe  People  during  the 
whole  Reign  of  King  Willhm  ;  how 
upon  all  Occafions  they  Plagu'd  and 
Perplex'd  him,  how  they  Betray'd  him 
abroad,  and  Embarrafs'd  him  at  home  5 
how  they  Ruffled  him  on  the  Partition 
Treaty,  Suggefted  his  Defire  to  Rule  by 
a  Standing  Army,  Bully'd  him  on  his 
propofals  of  keeping  his  Dutch  Guards, 
forc'd  him  to  give  up  his  beft  Friends 
to  their  Fury  ^  and  at  laO:,  how  they 
Infulted  his  End,  Triumphed  in  the 
manner,  Drank  the  Beafts  Health  that 
gave  him  the  Fall  bv  v/hich  he  came  to 
his  Death  5  and  have  fince^offerM  innu- 
merable Injuries  to  his  Glorious  Memo- 
ry :  Thefe  are  things  we  choofe  to  omit, 
not  caring  remvare  Dolonm,  to  look 
back  upon  them. 

After  the  Deceafe  of  King  JJlllJaw, 
•Queen  J/7?/e  fucceeding,  and  making  a 
Speech  to  Her  Privy-Council  at  Her 
Accelfion,  gives  the  whole  Nation  an 
AlTurance  of  Her  Royal  Concern  for 
their  Profperity  and  ProteeT:ion  of  their 
Liberty,  whether  Church  or  DiiTentcrs, 
'as  the  effc(fts  of  Her  juft  Government  • 
but   being  her    felf  Educated   in  the 

Chinch 
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Church  of  Ertt^land^  tells  the  Gentlemen 
of  that  Church,that  thofe  of  them  who 
were  moft  Zealous  for  the  Welfare  and 
Intereft  of  that  Church,  would  thereby 
recommend  themfelves  to  Her  ^  and  as 
the  other  fliould  have  Her  Protc-d:ion, 
fo  thefe  would  be  fure  of  Her  efpecial 
Favour  ^  and  more  to  that  purj3ofe,  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  Printed  Speech  more 
at  large. 

This  gave  fuch  a  Loofe  to  thefe  Peo- 
ple, many  of  them  being  at  that  time 
Advanc'd  unwarily  to  Places  and  Trufts, 
that  they  thought  this  vv-ord  ZEAL 
was  an  Authority  to  them,  to  run  into 
all  the  mad  Exceflfes .  that  the  mifta- 
ken  Zeal  of  moft  Men,  generally  leads 
ihem  into.  This  as  in  all  fuch  Cafes  it 
generally  has  done,  (liew'd  it  felf  more 
particularly  among  the  Clergy,  and  ap- 
peared Pointed  at  the  Diffenters  of  all 
Sorts. 

The  Queen,  who,  God  Blefs  Her  Ma- 
jcfly,  little  thought  a  Word  fo  well 
meant,  fliould  raife  fuch  a  ferment  a- 
mong  her  People  5  and  that  when  the 
general  Quiet  and  Peace  of  all  Her  Sub- 
jeds  was  Her  true  Defign,  thefe  Gentle- 
men fliould  fo  miftake  Her,  as,  without 
Dlftinftion,  to  fall  together  by  the  Ears, 
with  all  their  Neighbours,  v/hether 
Churchmen  or  DilTenters,  that  v/ould 

not 
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not  come  up  to  their  Height  5  took  fe- 
veral  fteps,  tho  all  in  vain^  for  the  Cure 
of  this  Mifchief  And  firO,  Her  Majefty 
in  feveral  Speeches  on  Opening  the  Sefli- 
ons  of  Parliament,  pafling  Bills,  Proro- 
gations of  Parliament,  ^W  the  like ^  took 
occafion  to  explain  Her  felfjtoaflure  the 
DilTenters,  of  Her  Preferving  Inviolably 
their  Tolleration,pre{ringall  Her  People 
to  Peace  and  Union,  and  (hewing  Her 
Diflike  of  the  Extravagancies  aforefaid. 
Many  of  the  Church  of  England^ixi^ 
indeed  the  heft,  moft  Judicious,  Chari- 
table, and  well  defigning  People  among 
them,  fell  heartily  in   with  thefe  Mo- 
tions, and  earneftly  prelTed  to  others, 
as  well  as  practiced  themfelves,the  Peace- 
able Temper  their  Sovereign  exhorted 
them  to  5  thefe  thus  manifeftly  diftin-  The 
guifhing  themfelves  from  one  another,  j^M':'^^ 
introduced  more  New  Names  of  Sepa-  dion"' 
ration  5  the  firft  were  from  hence  called  t^'^g^^- 
Hig/jFljfers,thQ  other  Moderate  Me?!  :2Lnd  j^^J^: 
when  afterward  thefe  Names  began  to  rarcMen. 
be  more  particularly  confined  to  Church 
of  En^and  Men,  and  no  other,  they 
were  Abrid^'d  into   tiigh  Church  and  ^      ,

C  quite  ^■"'^- 
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qiitte  another  way  ^  for  inftead  of  Obey- 
ing the  Exhortations  of  their  Prince, 
they  fell   upon  Her  Ma)efty  Her  relf5 
Reproaching  the  Queen^vvith  forfaking 
the  Dodtrine  She  was  brought  np  in  ^ 
giving  up  the  hitereft  of  the  Eftablilh'd 
Religion  5  abandoning  theCliurch,  and 
the  like  :  and  to  fuch  lengths  they  run 
things,  that  they  obliged  Her  Ma)efty, 
in  order  to  preferve  that  Peace  She  had 
fo  conftantly  exhorted  Her  People  to, 
to  change  Hands,  and  turtf  them  all  out. 
They  went  on  however,    notwith- 
ftanding  thelc  Diicouragementsjufulted 
the  Queen  and  the  Miniftry,wifh  Libels, 
Memorials,  and  Lampoons  5  and  at  laft, 
brought  that  moft  Exquifite  Lampoon 
upon  themfelves,  (viz,.^  The  Tacking 
Pit'^i^     the  Occafional  Bill. 
Diftin-       Here  they  got  a  Fifth  Diftindion,  as 
^^°/''     an  addition  to  their  Titles  of  Honour, 
'and  were  called  T  ACKERS,  a  name 
which  rendred  them  Odious,  not  to  the 
Government  only,  but  to  the  greateft 
part  of  the  Nation  ^  and  fo  low  it  funk 
them,  that  in  the  next  EledionTorPar- 
Jiament  Men^  which  followed  the  Win- 
ter after,  they  loft  the  Game,  were  di- 
ftanc'd  in  all   places  ^  and  when  they 
Game  up  to  the  Houfe,  appear'd  fo  weak, 

that 
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that  they  could  not  make  any  attempt 
in  favour  of  their  own  Principles  for 
.forne  Years. 

In  this  condition  they  remainM  above 
Four  Years  ^  and  the  Nation  began  to 
enjoy  the  Pleafures,  as  well  as  the  Ad- 
vantages of  Peace  at  Home  :  This  In- 
terval producM  wonderful   Events^  a 
continued  Series  of  Viftory  and  Succefs 
Abroad  ^  an  exalted  Credit  at  Home,ro 
fuch  a  Degree,as  might  well  amount  to 
'  a  Prodigy,  and  be  counted  Miraculous  5 
and  above  all,  the  mighty  Tranfadion 
of  the  Union  with  ScotUf^d^  a  thing, 
which  when  Future  Ages  fhall  enquire 
r^ntOjwIijen  the  many  Attempts  that  have 
;jt)een  formerly  made  to  bring  fuch  a 
i^hing  on,  fliall  be  remembred,  and  how 
all  the  Wit  and  Strength  of  the  Nation 
could  never  compafs  it  l:)eforc,  will  be 
reckoned  among  the  greateft  Tranfadli- 
pns  of  the  World. 

In  this  State  we  continued,  till  the 
^.Party  weary  of  their  outed  Circurn- 
ftances,    finding    their    Intereft   grow 
weaker  and  weaker, and  feeing  no  hopes 
oi  railing  their  Fortunes  ag3in,or  bring- 
ing themfelves  into  Play  by  their  own 
(Irength,   they    fac'd  about,    play'd  a 
5^ery  Subtle  and  Unhappy  Game,  and 
r^Hf  Jyitii  tpQ  .|mich  Succefs  ^  the  rela- 
'to  P  2  tion 


tion  of  which  Story,if  there  was  nothing 
elfe  in  it,  might  very  well  entitle  this 
Trad  to  the  Face  it  bears,  {•viz,')  of  a 
Secret  Hiftory. 

The  Whigs  were  now  upper mofl,an<l 
managed  with  a  great  deal  of  Glory  and 
Succefs,  as  is  Noted  ^  — But  Humanufn 
e!f  Errare.  The  Whigs  that  were  out  of 
place,  in  Obedience  to  the  Curfe  of 
^^ans  Nature,  could  no  more  fee  their 
own  Caufe  carryed  on  without  having 
a  hand  in  the  Profit,  as  well  as  honour 
of  the  Management,  than  they  could 
fubmit  to  the  Adminiftration  of  their 
Enemies.    This  Created  Two  Evils. 

I.  It  divided   the  Whigs  into  two 

Faftions,  which  we  (hall  here  tell  you 

might  more  properly  have  been  confin'd 

to  this  Diftinftion,  Whigs  out  of  Place, 

and  Whigs  in  Place  ^  but  to  give  it  you 

in  the  Popular  Terms  as  both  fides  were 

fond  of  having  it  be,  and  as  it  was  re- 

sixth     ceivM  in  common,   they  were  diftin- 

Y^''  guifh'd   into  Old    Whig   and   Modern 

Oldlfliig.Whig, 

Modern       To  explain  this  Unhappy  Diflindion, 
^'^'  it  may  be  necelTary  to  note  to  yon, 

that  the  Modern  Whig  was  under- 
flood  to  be  the  Miniftry  and  all 
their  Dependants  3  together  with 
all  thofe,  who  by  the  Proceedings 

of 
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of  the  Government  fince  the  laft 

Change  at  Court, were  cowe  over  to 

aft  upon  the  Principles  of  Liberty 

and  the  Revolution^  whether  from 

Conviftion  of  their  own  Reafon, 

or  from  Knowledge  of  their  true 

Intereft,  it  matters  not. 

By  Old  Whig  was  nnderftood,   no 

'  more  than  the  word  ex preft,  (wss.) 

thofe  who  had  ever  been  low  Whigf 

from  their  Original,    or  at  leaft 

from  their  antient  Praftice,  as  far 

.  ;  ".  back  ^s  the  Reign  before. 

'''■'■'  S.  The  other  Evil  which   followM 

this  New  Change,  was,  that  the  Old 

Whig^  and  the  turnM  out  Tory  Party, 

from  Principles  however  remote,   fell 

in  together,    and  joynM  their   Forces 

againrt  the  Modern  Whjgs^  or  Whigs  in 

PUcCy  Anglice,  the  Miniftry. 

This  unhappy  League,  as  it  had  no 
vieur  to  the  real  Conjunftion  of  their 
^Intereft,  any  more  than  it  had  of  their 
Principles,  fo  it  appear'd  to  be  altoge- 
ther Political,  either  fide  making  ufe  of 
the  other  as  Tools,  the  better  to  com- 
pafs  the  ruin  of  the  Party  they  oppo- 
fed,  with  Refolutions  equally  falfe  to 
one  another,when  their  own  end  (hould 
be  brought  to  pa fs. 
From  this  way  of  coming  together, 
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as  no  good  could  be  expected  on  either 
fide,  fo  indeed,  none  followed  to  either 
llde  :The  Mifchiefs  which  have  follow- 
ed, have  all  had  their  Rife  and  Spring 
from  this  corrupted  Fountain.  And  as 
to  make  this  plain,  will  naturally  explain 
to  the  Reader  the  whole  l?hcmme»a  of 
the  Court  Revolutions  which  have 
happen'd  among  us  fince  that  time 5  and 
lead  us  down  direftly  to  the  very  Birth 
and  Original  of  the  People  now  in  our 
view  ^  it  cannot  be  unpleafant  to  the 
Reader,  to  dwell  a  little  with  what  bre- 
vity we  can  on  this  particular, which  hi- 
therto  the  World  has  been  fo  little 
acquainted  with. 

You  are  now  to  underftand  the  Mi- 
niftry,  and  its  Dependants,  as  before, 
under  the  Title  and  Diftindion  of 
Modern  Whig^  carrying  on  the  whole 
bufinefs  of  the  Nation,  and  as  has  been 
noted,  equally  Envyed,  and  equally 
PuOi'd  at,  by  the  0/^  Whigs,  or  Whigs 
out  of  Place,  as  by  the  Difpoffeft  High 
'Flyers^  Jacobites,  or  Non  Jurors. 

It  might  be  ask'd,  whether  made  the 
firft  Motion  towards  any  Union  be- 
tween thefe  Two,  and  that  Enquiry 
might  be  anfwer'd  thus  5  that  being 
mutually  Male- content  for  the  fame 
ileafons,  and  at  the  fame  Perfons,  the 
1  nature 


nature  of  the  thing  without  the  help  of 
the  Devil,  tho*  we  fl^all  not  injure  Satan 
fo  much^  as  to  exclude  him  wholly  from 
his  ju^  fiare  in  the  work,  feem'd  natu- 
rally to  bring  them  together. 

They  not  only  continually  in  all 
Company,  and  on  all  Occafions,  ex- 
claimM  againft,and  ridiculed  the  Publick 
Adminiftration,  the  Miniftry,  and  the 
Queen  her  felf  5  but  they  made  the 
fame  things  the  reafons  of  their  Com- 
plaint,tho'  perfeft  Antipodes  in  the  De- 
fign  and  End. 

It  is  true,  they  might  be  faid  to  aim 
at  the  fame  end  in  one  fenfe,  (viz.")  Dif- 
placing  and  Turning  out  the  Miniftry  5 
but  it  is  evident,  their  remoteft  aim  was, 
getting  themfelves  in  ^  with  an  unfliaken 
Refolution  of  excluding  the  other  Party 
who  they  joyn'd  with,as  will  be  unanfwe- 
rably  proved  by  the  fequel  of  the  ftory. 

In  the  Profecutionof  this  DeGgn,  we 

found  my  Lord  H whom  we  (hall 

for  that  reafon  begin  with  {an  Old  Whig) 
making  Annual  Speeches,  and  by  Print- 
ing thofe  Speeches,making  the  Clamour 
againft  the  Miniftry  become  Popular, 
and  fpreading  the  reafons  of  their  Dif- 
gufts  into  the  Mouths  of  the  Vulgar ; 
the  High  Flyers  univerfally  chim'd  in 
wirh  the  Noble  Mutineer,and  he  always 
Voted  with  them  in  things,  which  at 

another 
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another  time,  his  common  Principles 
would  not  have  left  us  room  to  expert: 
from  him  ^  as  particularly,  againft  the 
Union,  and  for  Dr.  Sdchevereil  5  Sed 
cle  morttm  ml  ti'ifi  honum  ^  Jet  his  mi- 
ftakes  fleep  in  his  Grave.  His  being 
Dead,  forbids  us  to  examine  the  latter 
part  of  his  Life,  fo  fruitful  of  Demon- 
ftrations  to  this  Argument. 
. ;  The  matter  began  to  grow  to  a  height 
towards  the  end  of  the  Parliament, 
1707,  and  had  its  Meridian  altitude  at 
\\\Q  Eleftion  of  the  next  ^  and  it  was 
fomething  diverting,  as  far  as  Men  may 
make  merry  with  their  own  Difafters, 
to  hear  the  Old  Whigs  exclaiming 
againft  the  Means  ufed  to  keep  out  the 
Pretender,  and  the  Jacobites  reflefting 
upon  our  being  in  an  ill  pofture  to 
oppofe  him. 

Scotland  was  the  Scene  where  this 
Tragi-Coraedy  was  Afted  ^  the  Divifion 
there  was  the  fame,  but  under  different 
Names,  and  a  Diftinftion  not  much 
hcvird  cf  in  Ef/gl and, stud  therefore  need- 
ful alfo  to  be  explain'd,that  things  may 
be  made  clear  as  we  go.  The  Names 
of  Diftindion  there,  were  Conrt  and 
SqHadrot?i  5  the  thing  meant  the  fame, 
they  were  both  Whigs ^  and  one  fide  as 
much  Modern  and  as  much  Original  as 

the 
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the  other  :  but  as  their  Breach  began 
upon  other  Occafions,  fo  they  appear'd 
divided  to  our  hands  5  yet  as  to  the 
bufinefs  of  the  day,  they  fell  in,  whole 
and  unbroken,  with  the  general  Divi- 
fion  5  the  Court  in  Scotland  with  the 
Miniftry,;  Or  Modern  Whig  in  England  • 
and  ihc  Squadroni  in  Scotland^  with  the 
Old  Whigs  in  England^  or  Whigs  out 
of  place. 

The  Invafion  had  been  attempted  in 
Scotland^and  was  blown  over,and  theEle- 
dion  of  the  Parliament  approached.  The 
Heads  of  the  Parties  had  met,  and  con- 
certed Meafures  in  London.  The  Squa- 
droni  falling  in  with  the  'jun&o^  (as  the 
Heads  of  the  Old  Whigs  were  called 
here")  told  them,  that  they  had  the  Go- 
verning Intereft  m  Scotland  -^  that  they 
had  been  drawn  in  by  fine  Words  and 
large  Promifes,  to  Joyn,  or  at  leaft  ac- 
quiefce  in  the  ITnion  5  that  without 
them  it  could  never  have  been  efFefted  : 
and  that  now  it  was  made,  and  over. 
Scoundrels' gain'd  bcth  fhe  Honour  of 
it,  and  were  rewarded  for  what  they 
had  little  or  no  hand  in ;  That  they  (the 
Squadront)  were  univerfally  neglefted, 
the  Publick  Affairs  of  their  Country 
entrufted  all  with  Worthlefs  and  Up- 
ftart  Tools  of  the  Court,  Men  of  no 
D  Influence 


Influence  in,  or  at  all  beloved  by  the 
Country  :  and  they  who  had  the  leading 
Intereft  in  their  Country,  as  well  as 
the  governing  Eftates,  and  who  had 
more  than  once  ferv'd  the  Crown  in 
the  moft  weighty  Concern,  where  that 
Intereft  was  to  be  try'd,  vvere  lay'd  by, 
as  either  fufpeded  or  flighted  :  that  now 
they,  the  Jun^o^  fhould  fee,  that  they 
the  Sqnadrom^  would  give  a  turn  to  the 
whole  face  of  Affairs  on  that  fide,  and 
that  they  would  return  the  whole  Five 
and  Forty  Commons,and  Sixteen  Peers, 
of  their  own  Party. 

Thefe  being  propofed  as  ftrid  Allies 
with  the  Old  Whig  Party  in  England^ 
prompted  fome  to  go  a  greater  length, 
and  perhaps,dircover  themfelves  farther 
than  Men  of  their  Parts  and  Penetration 
could  have  been  prevailed  upon  to  do. 
And  being  fully  confident  of  Succefs, 
they  f  ear'd  not  on  both  hands  to  receive 
the  Jdcobite  Malecontent  and  Tory,  as 
Auxiliaries,  to  allift  in  over  Ballancing 
the  Court  3  juft  as  the  King  of  Sweden 
does  now  with  the  Turks,  upon  a  Re- 
folution  to  difmifs  them  when  the  Gam^ 
was  play'd. 

Tlie  Clamours  now  rife  high,and  the 
Party  Storms  blew  hard  at  my  Lord 
T — r,  at  the  Duke  of  M-^^h,  and 

at 
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at  the  Adminiftration  in  general.  How 
they  Engrolfed  the  whole  Management 
of  Affairs,  Invefted  the  Queen,  and 
made  Her  Majefty  Inacccflible,  e^ccept 
through  their  Means  5  made  themfelves 
the  Eyes,  Ears,  and  Mouth,  by  which 
She  faw,  heard,  or  fpoke  5  and  in  fhort, 
had  the  whole  difpofal  of  things  in 
their  hands  :  how  they  boafted  of  ha- 
ving Command  of  the  National  Credit, 
and  by  the  Immenfe  Sums  they  had 
amalTed  of  their  ovvn,which  they  thruft 
all  into  the  Government,  they  poflefs'd 
the  Funds,  and  aw'd  the  whole  Nation. 
How  they  ingrofled  vaft  Profits  by 
Places,  Preferments,  and  innumerable 
Sallaries,  (Lifts  of  which  they  Printed) 
and  by  taking  Bribes  for  the  Difpofal 
of  others,  by  which  the  Nation  feem'd 
the  Property  of  a  Family  5  and  they 
were  in  a  fair  way  to  be  too  Great  for 
the  whole  Kingdom,  if  ever  an  oppor- 
tunity ofFer'd,  Nvhich  might  bear  a  pro- 
Eortion  to  the  Greatncfs  of  their  Am- 
ition. 

Thefe  were  the  common  places  of 
the  times  :  Freighted  with  this  Cargo 
of  Complaints,  the  Sqnadrom  went 
mio  Scotland^  and  the  Old  Whi^Q^s  here 
feparated  themtelves  to  propagate  their 
Intereft  in  the  approaching  Eledions. 
Nay,  to  fuch  a  height  things  came, 
D  2  that 
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'  that  fome  Perfons  of  Quality  here,  find- 
ing the  Northern  Detachment  began 
to  meet  with  Difficulties  more  than 
they  expefted,  fent  them  down  a  Letter, 
bidding  them  not  be  bullyed  by  the 
pretences  of  Court  Intereft-,  and  great 

Names  5  for  the  Q Her  felf  could 

not  fupport  that  Fadion  long  Whe- 
ther the  Perfons  who  wrote  it  direded 
them  t-o  expufe  that  Letter,  or  they 
ufed  them  fo  ill  as  to  do  it  without 
leave,  Hiftcry  his  nc;  made  mention  5 
it  was  made  Publick  in  Scotland,  and 
Copies  handed  about  to  all  that  had  a 
niind  to  fee  it. 

The  Eledion  came  on,  the  Torie? 
were  not  Idle  5  they  Voted  in  all  pla- 
ces for  the  bid  Whigs,    and  the  Old 
Whigs  for  them  5  but  the  Battle  went 
agpinft  them  on  every  fide  :  The  Squa- 
drofii    were  diftancM  every  where   5 
tho'  they  left  no  ftone  unturnM,  yet 
of  the  Forty  Five  they  could  return 
but  Eleven  5  and  of  the  Sixteenj  but 
Five  ^  and  of  thofe  Eleven,  Five  were 
Jacohites,sindTwo  of  the  other  Five.Moft 
defpicably  low  did  the  poor  Squadroni 
ftoop  to  have  carryed  their  point  in 
this  Eledion.     Proud  OrMiJioma  ftoops 
to  the  Footftool  of  his  Highnefs  the 
Duke  of  FaUcdo,  to  get  himfelf  Voted 
in  5  performing   tlje.,  ipoft  jdjiflionou- 
^  .1  nourable 
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nourable  Condition,  of  giving  his  Vote 
againfl:  his  Principles,  and  againfl  his 
Friends,  for  Count  Cormva^  as  the  Equir 
valent.  We  might  give  you  many  fuch 
Inftances  out  of  the  Hi  Tories  of  rhofe 
times,  but  this  may  fuffice  to  prove  the 
Fad. 

Being  thus  difappointed  and  doubly 
beaten  at  their  own  Weapon,they  came 
up  to  England,  where  their  Allies  had 
not  had  the  Succefs  they  exp^ded,  tho' 
much  better  than  they.  Thefe  made  it 
up  a  little,  by  making  loud  Clamours 
at  the  Tnjuftice  and  Partiality  of  the 
other  Party,  boalting  that  they  would 
unravel  it  all  again  in  the  Houfes : 
That  in  the  Commons,  they  had  Nine- 
teen Petitions  to  bring  in,  and  that 
in  the  Lords,  they  had  fuch  unanfvve- 
rable  Arguments  to  bring,  that  they 
would  turn  que  the  whole  number  at 
once. 

This  Buoyed  them  up  fome  time  ^^ 
their  Friends,  the  jF/wj/*?, waited  a  while 
to  fee  if  they  could  make  it  good  ^  for 
give  the  JunSo  their  due,  they  ftood 
by  them  as  long  as  they  could,con(i(lent 
with  their  Grand  Defign,  ("viz  J  their 
Intereft,  - 

But  when  the  matter  came  to  the 
Parliament,  the  Squadroni  moved  the 
Pity    almoft    of  their  very  Enemies. 

When 
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When  they  came  into  the  Houfe  they 
had  nothing  to  fay,  nor  any  body  to 
fecond  them  5  nay,  as  fome  fay,  the 
Whigf  began  to  edge  from  them,  and 
no  body  cared  to  fit  clofe  to  them,  till 
at  laft  they  were  forced  to  fit  on  the 
other  fide  in  the  Tory  Corner  ^  a  place, 
the  Scituation  of  which,  moft  People 
who  were  acquainted  with  the  Geo- 
graphy of  the  Houfe  at  that  time,  un- 
derftood  well  enough. 

The  effed  of  all  their  Boafts  ende4 
in  this  5  that  in  the  Upper  Houfe  they 
obtained  the  M.  of  L- — to  be  put  out, 
and  the  M.  of  A  -~  to  be  brought  in, 
but  not  this  either,  till  the  laft  had  made 
a  feparate  Peace  with  the  other  Party, 
and  had  made  his  Submiflion  in  form 
to  the  great  TefFedar  of  the  Nation  the 
Evening  before. 

In  the  Lower  Houfe,  they  throng'd 
in  their  Petitions  as  they  promifed,  but 
came  fo  late,  or  manag'd  fo  ill,  that  not 
one  of  them  could  be  mark'd  for  a 
hearing  that  Seflion,  and  confequently 
not  that  Parliament, 

Don  Ormftomo  made  many  a  foft 
Speech,  full  of  nothing,  according  to 
his  excellent  Talent  -^  and  the  Palatine 
of  Jeruwallia,  in  the  other  cxtream, 
fpoke  in  his  natural  thunder^  but  neither 
the  unpolite  fenfe  of  the  laft,  or  the 

polite 
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polite  emptynefs  of  the  firfl,  availM  at 
all. 

This  Hiftory  hitherto  may  pafs  for  a 
Comedy  well  enough  ^  but  the  Tragic 
cal  part  is  yet  to  come  ^  and  indeed  it 
has  been  fruitful  of  fatal  Events  to  this 
Nation,  as  will  yet  appear  in  the  whole 
courfe  of  this  relation. 

Firft,  you  are  to  obferve,  that  what 
ever  other  Event  this  Management  had, 
it  brought  into  Play,  and  into  the 
Houfe,  a  fet  of  High  Flyers,  or  Jaco- 
bites 5  who  from  this  time,  fo  riveted 
their  Intereft  both  there  and  here,  that 
tho*  the  Whigs  brought  them  in,  thofe 
Whigs  could  never  get  them  out  again  5 
but  they  (the  Jacobites)  fo  fixt  their 
alliances  with  the  High  Party  here,  that 
they  have  not  only  ftood  their  ground 
againft  their  Patrons,  the  S<]nadrom  5  but 
have  Overthrown  Court  Whigs^S^hadro- 
m  Whigf^  and  all  together  5  making 
good  the  Text,  that  a  Houfe,  or  Party, 
divided  againft  it  felf  cannot  ftand. 

But  the  Old  IVhigs  on  this  fide  play'd 
a  wifer  Game  ^  for  finding  which  way 
things  went,  that  their  left  Wing  was 
defeated,  and  if  they  fought  it  our,  they 
(hould  be  the  more  fatally  overthrown, 
they  vailed,  went  over  to  the  Enemy, 
The  Teffedar  of  the  Nation  open'd  a 
back  door  and  took  them  all  in,  and 

thev 
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they  (hutting  the  door  behind  thern,(liut 
all  their  Friends  out.  _y^^' 

Thus  the  War  ended  between  Old 
Whig  and  Modern  ^  and  it  was  ftrange 
to  thinkjhow  in  a  few  Months, we  heard 
no  more  of  the  Diftindion.  'j 

This  was  a  Tragedy  indeed  to  the 
reft  of  the  Partyi  and  many  honeft 
Gentlemen  who  had  fided  with  them 
upon  the  firft  profpe^f  of  Succefs,  was 
left  to  be  ruin'd  by  the  fury  of  the 
Modern  or  Court  Whigs,  whom  they 
had  jufHy  inccnfed  in  fo  open  ^n  af-i 
tempt  to  deftroy  them.  But  the  miiP' 
chiefs  of  this  Divifion  did  not  end  here  ^ 
indeed  this  was  rather  the  beginning  of 
the  Scene  ^  many  Ages  to  come,  may  not 
for  ought  we  know^  fee  the  end  of  it.    ^  ^' 

The  Ungenerous  and  Impolitic" G6ri^ 
dud  of  the  Jim&o  in  this  Cafe  to  their 
Friends,  was  remarkably  Scandalous- '5 
for  they  hardly  ever  concern'd  them- 
felves  ^b  much  as  to  enquire  how  they 
refented  it  Their  bufinefs  was,  to  fe- 
cure  to  themfelves  that  which  as  was 
before  noted,  caufed  the  firft  Difcohtent 
among  them,  (viz?)  a  (hare  in  the  Ma- 
nagement 5  and  this  being  obtain'd,  they 
made  no  more  ftir,  provided  for  not 
one  of  their  Friends  that  had  efpoufed 
them,  and  hardly  protefted  them  from 

the 
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the  Confequences  of  their  former  ap- 
pearing in  it  as  above. 

The  univerfal  regret  at  this  treatment, 
laid  the  foundation  of  feveral  Specula- 
tions among  Mankind. 

1.  Their  Friends  faw  that  thefe  were 
not  Men  to  be  trufted  ^  that  having 
thus  ufed  Men  that  had  fo  faithfully 
ferv'd  them,  there  was  nothing  to  be 
cxpeded  from  them  ,  accordingly  thefe 
began  every  day  more  and  more  to  fall 
off  from  them,  as  Men  not  worth  ferv- 
ing,  till  at  laft  they  left  them  naked  of 
a  Party,  by  which  they  became  an  eafy 
Prey  to  their  Enemies,  the  High  Flyers, 
who  they  themfelves  had  unwarily 
brought  into  Play  as  above. 

2.  The  Treachery  of  it  brought  a  Scan- 
dal, not  upon  themfelves  only,but  upon 
the  whole  Body  of  the  Whigs  in  Gene- 
ral, tho*  the  Squadroni  have  fince  wip'd 
of  the  Soil  of  it  from  themfelves,  by  a 
fteady  Adherence  to  their  former  Prin- 
ciples, and  an  unanimous  Conjundtion 
in  the  laft  Eleftion  againft  their  Ene- 
mies, the  Jacobites^  bnt  it  was  too  late. 


3.  The  refentment  at  the  Ufage  they 

met  with  in  this  Cafe,  carryei  many  off 

E  from 
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from  the  general  Intereft  of  the  Whigs," 
and  To  ftrenethned  the  hands  of  the 
High  Flying  Party,  that  in  the  great 
■Tryal  of  Skill  about  Sacheverell,  that 
Cafe  was  loO:  by  the  Defertion  of  thofe 
who  had  been  nfed  ill  in  this  very  af- 

.  fair  ^  luch  as  the  D kes  of  H 

1  and  of  D The  M quis's  of /.-— 

and  A The  E Is  oiW R — 

M<* — and  many  others. 

Thus  the  v/hole  overthrow  of  the 
Whig  Intereft,  was  owing  to  the  ^M- 
InterePred  Management  of  the  Whigs 
themfelves  ^  and  the  letting  in  a  Flood 
of  High  Flyers  and  Jacohit€s^heca.me  ne- 
cefiary  to  difmount  thofe  who  were 
got  in  :  even  contrary  to  the  true  De- 
(jgn  and  the  firft  Scheme  of  the  alterati- 
on, which  was  only  to  have  depofed 
the  Exorbitance  of  a  few  Men,  but  to 
have  continued  the  management  of  Af- 
fairs in  the  Hands  of  the  Difinterefted 
Honeftcft  Men  of  both  fides,  without 
refped  to  Whig  or  Tory  3  and  fo  all 
things  had  ftood  as  they  did  b:fore,and 
the  Change  had  been  no  other  but  v/hat 
the  Whigs  themselves  had  declared  ne- 
ceiTary,  by  the  attelppt  they  made  as 
above,  to  do  the  very  fame  thing. 

This 
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This  is  farther  apparent,  by  the  fre- 
quent Apph'cations    made  by  the  firft 
Movers  in  this  new  Turn,  to  accommo- 
date Matters,  and  fettJe  the  Adminiftra- 
tion  with  as  few  Changes  as  poffible  ^ 
in  which  it  was  apparent,  not  fo  many 
Alterations    were     defign'd,    as    they 
themfelves  had  propofed  to  make  be- 
fore 5  but  they  were  Inflexible  upon 
the    Prefumptions,    that    the  Change 
could  not  be  carryed  on,  but  would 
run  the  Contrivers  upon  inextricable 
Labyrinths,  Difficulties,  and  DidTefTes  5 
and  that  the  Queen  would  be  dtivea 
back  upon  them  again,  by  the  Nature 
and  Confequence    of   the   thing.     In 
which  it  is  evident  they  have  taken  their 
Meafures  wrong  alfo,  and  been  difap* 
pointed  as  much  as  before. 

However,had  they  been  wife  enough 
to  have  harbour'd  themfelves  in  a  timely 
manner  before  the  Storm  blew,  they 
bad  faved  the  Nation,  as  well  as  them- 
felves ^  an  unhappy  Proof,  that  the 
former  has  not  been  always  the  main 
view  even  of  any  Party,  but  that  either 
have  in  their  turn,  thought  fit  to  make 
fome  Sacrifices  as  they  hive  thought 
their  Intereft  has  required. 

E  2  From 
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From  hence  it  is  apparent,  and  it  is 
one  reafon  why  we  have  been  fo  plain 
and  particular  in  this  account,  that  the 
prefent  change,  being  as  it  is  for  a 
vphile^  Tory  and  High  Flying,  is  not 
owing  at  all  to  the  firft  Defign,  which 
was  quite  otherwife,  but  to  the  necefiity 
which  the  untreatable  Temper  of  fome 
Men  drove  the  new  Gentlemen  to, who 
were  compel  I'd  to  take  in  one  fide,fince 
the  other  had  refufed  ^  and  to  aft  in 
concert  with  them,  till  the  other  fliall 
come  tothemfelves,  that  they  might  not 
expofe  the  New  Miniftry  in  the  Youth 
of  its  Adminiftration,  to  be  crufti'd  be- 
tween Two  Parties  while  it  appeared 
to  joyn  with  neither. 

If  this  looks  a  little  like  what  a  bitter 
Writer,  the  Review,  calls  making  Tools 
of  fome  Men,  it  is  only  of  fuch  who 
want  temper  to  aft  from  proper  Mea- 
fures,for  the  eftablifhing  their  Country  5 
and  who  being  brought  into  Bufinefs, 
to  aft  in  the  Sphere  of  Wife  Men,cannot 
diftinguifh  themfelves  from  what  they 
were  in  their  ownCountry,with  theVicar, 
and  among  the  unhappy  Drinkers  of 
O&ober. 

It's  plain,  the  new  Schemes  are  built 
(however  afted)  on  a  right  Principle, 

fo 
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fo  far  as  it  may  be  made  prafticable  In 
this  unhappy  Nation,  (viz)  That  Go- 
vernment  JJoonld  be  of  770  Party.  We 
ftiall  not  enquire  into  the  private  tem- 
per of  the  Perfons  brought  in,  but  fo 
far  as  they  aft  upon  the  foundation 
above,  fo  far  they  aft  right.  If  for 
the  prefent  they  are  driven  to  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  (heltring  under  one  Party 
more  than  another,  the  Power  of  Par- 
ties being  unhappily  grown  too  great 
to  be  at  firft  wholly  neglefted,  it  is  either 
with  a  defign  wholly  to  throw  them 
off  at  laft,as  a  Man  leaves  off  his  Cloaths 
by  degrees  as  the  Summer  advances,and 
the  heat  of  the  Seafon  brings  him  out 
of  danger  of  taking  cold  :  OR,  which 
we  fpeak  with  concern,  thofe  who  have 
fo  boldly  pufht  at  this  change,  and  hi- 
therto have  taken  their  aims  fo  right, 
muft  faint  in  the  carrying  it  on,  and 
the  whole  muft  mifcarry. 

Having  thus  brought  you  down  by 
many,  and  perhaps  fome  of  them,  un- 
trodden paths  of  the  feveral  Parties  who 
have  been  acceffary  to  the  prefent  Re- 
volution of  Affairs,  it  is  necelTary  to 
enter  a  little  into  the  other  fide  of  the 
ftory,  and  examine  the  conduft  of  the 
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High  Flyers,  fo  far  as  it  may  concern 
the  affair  in  hand. 

The  Divilions  and  Animofities  among 
the  Whigs,  having  weaken'd  their  In- 
tereft,  leflened  their  Number,disjjinted 
and  enervated  their  Puength,  and  left 
them  in  no  condition  to  defend  them- 
felves,  the  Attack  is  made,  and  they 
are  overthrown  as  you  have  heard. 

And  now  we  have  a  new  War  be- 
ginning among  us  :  For  the  Tory 
Party,  who  as  we  noted,  were  taken 
in  as  Auxiliaries,  for  the  fecuring  this 
work,  and  ftriking  this  blow  home  5 
they  find  that  the  view  they  had  in  the 
proceedings,  is  not  likely  to  be  attain'd, 
and  now  they  fet  up  for  Male  contents. 
They  fee  the  Government  begins  to 
fettle,  that  the  grand  Point  is  gain'd, 
and  that  the  Plunder,  the  Blood,  the 
Perfecution,  the  Impeaching,  and  the 
Ruin  of  Families,  Churches,  &c.  which 
they  hoped  for,and  promifed  themfelves 
the  pleafure  of,  is  not  in  the  Projed, 
And  they  turn  Chagrin,  Uneafy,  and 
Difcontent. 

It  was  fometime  that  Picolom'm,  a 
Northern  Kero  of  Gothic  Original,  had 

waited 
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waited  in  Town,  big  with  expe^ation  5 
that  according  to  atlurances  given  him, 
that  as  foon  as  the  Parliament  came  to- 
gether, the  Commons  would  not  fail 
to  vote  in  the  Pretender  5  and  that  the 
Queen  coming  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers, 
fliould  declare,  She  could  no  longer  in 
Confcience  detain  the  Rightful  Domi- 
nions of  Her  Brother,  but  that  She  had 
refolved  to  demit  in  his  Favour.  That 
at  the  fame  time,  his  Young  Majefty 
(liould  appear  under  the  Protedion  of 
the  Life  Guard,  and  fhould  forthwith 
be  Proclaim'd  by  both  Houfes. 

But  finding  things  go  quite  contrary 
to  his  expedation,  and  that  even  his 
dear  friends,  on  whom  before  their  Ele- 
ftion  he  depended  much  for  the  cer- 
tainty of  this,  were  with  the  fird,  in 
Voting  an  Addrefs  to  (land  by  the 
Queen,  againft  all  Her  Oppofers,  and 
for  carrying  on  the  War,  &c.  Finding 
the  Pulfe  of  the  Court  run  high,  as 
ever,  againft  Fra^ce^  and  no  vifible 
appearance  in  Her  Majefty,  of  an  Incli- 
nation to  Abdicate  the  Throne,  he  has 
v/alk\i  about  like  a  Ghoft  for  fom.e 
Weeks  5  he  is  obferv'd  as  he  goes,  to 
mutter  Old  Greek  Verfes,  and  has  fome- 

times 
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times  been  over-heard  in  broken  Sounds, 
to  bring  out  Acheronta  Moveho  5  he 
feldom  ftirs  from  the  HOUSE,  but 
walks  much  by  Moon-light,  talks  to 
the  Stars,  calls  frequently  upon  the 
Devil,  and  beats  the  Heels  of  his  Shoes 
off  againft  the  ground  ;  It  he  goes  to 
the  CofFee-Houfe,  they  hide  the  Votes 
and  Minutes  from  him  immcd lately,;  for 
he  never  reads  them,  but  he  faftens  his 
Teeth  upon  them,  and  gnaws  them  in 
pieces  with  the  oddeft  Convulfions  and 
Diftortions  in  his  face  imaginable. 

He  happen'd  fome  time  fince  to  be 
walking,  whether  to  or  from  the  Houfe, 
the  Learned  are  not  agreed  about  it  ^ 
but  he  meets  not  far  from  the  place  call'd 
HELL,  an  Old  Friend  of  his  of  Saxon 
Race,  Coufin  German^  about  a  thou- 
fand  times  remov'd  from  King  Edgar, 
and  ft  ill  bearing  his  Coat  of  Arms. 
They  embrace  with  a  great  deal  of 
warmth,  but  with  fomething  more  fo- 
lemn  than  in  ufual  Salutations :,  there

]T  may  fecm  reafonable  to  exped, 
upon  fo  extraordinary  a  figure  as 
thefe  two  tbrementioned  Gentlemen 
made  at  their  firft  Salutation,  that  their 
farther  Conferences,  would  in  fome 
meafure  partake  of  the  temper  they  ap- 
pear'd  then  to  be  in.  And  we  fiiall 
not  be  deceived  in  the  Confequences, 
as  will  appear  in  the  fequel  of  the 
Story,  wherein  the  fevcral  Fermentati- 
ons, ExcelTes,  Extravagancies,  and  Di- 
ftraftions,  which  appeared  in  Miniature 
in  thefe  firft  Embraces,  of  our  two 
aforefaid  Members,  will  come  to  be 
feen  in  full  Perfpedive  -^  and  the  Na- 
ture, Foundation,  Progrefs,  and  per- 
haps fomerhing  of  the  fate  of  this  Glo- 
rious Society,  be  fet  in  a  clear  view  to 
the  World. 

Here  we  fliall  fee  at  large  their  Prin- 
ciples, their  Pretenfions,  the  Grounds 
and  Reafons  of  their  Difcontents  and 
F  2  Exclama- 
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Exclamitions  ^  the  Methods  of  their 
cxprefiing  their  flefentment  5  of  their 
propofed  Remedy,  the  Schemes  of  their 
Wife  Politicks,  their  Expedations  from, 
and  Difappointments  in  the  new  Re- 
volution of  Affairs. 

Sov  may  it  be  unprofitable  in  the 
procefs  of  thefe  Sheets,  to  enter  a  little 
into  t^e  Fhilofophy  of  this  Society^  and 
fliew  how,  fometimes,  by  venting  and 
giving  a  loofe  to  the  Rage  and  Padions 
that  opprefs  mens  Souls,  they  arrive  at 
a  more  happy  power  of  Government 
of  themfelves  thafz  they  had  before  :  It 
h  not  unufual,  as  by  the  Experience  of 
many  Learned  Phyficians  has  been  pro- 
ved in  the  Cure  of  Lunaticks,  that  fome 
kinds  of  Frenzy  can  only  be  curM  by 
railing  the  Madnefs  up  to  an  Excefs 
beyond  all  pollible  reftraint  ^  and  then 
putting  the  Patient  into  a  proper  place 
where  he  can  hurt  no  Body,  nor  him- 
felf,  provoking  him  to  rave  at  an  ex- 
ceflive  rate  -^  and  it  is  very  ufual,  when 
that  fit  is  over,  the  Per/on  k  reducdy 
recovers,  and  will  feem  perfeftly  well 
again  for  a  confiderable  time.

Members!   h\d  Sir  Jofm  Cai(Ho//f,  who  | 
ftood  by  while  this  Story  was  a  Copy-  | 
ing  for  the  Prefs  5  ^rr^^t  do  yon  mean  .<?  j 
Upon  my  word,  if  you  come  to  Refle- 
xions upon  the  Members  of  Parliament, 
I  will    not  keep  you  Company  ^  I  am 
a  ^Jembe^  of  Parliament  my  felf,  and  [ 
know  better  than  any  of  you,  the  Tem- 
per of  the  Houfe^  they  are  all  very 
boncft  Gentlemen,  and  I  will  no  more 
jiear  any  thing  refle<n:ing  on  them  rrith' 
fi^ut  doors ^    than  I  will  betray  what  is 
doiie  vpithhi  doors  ^  much  lefs,  be  ac- 
celTary  to  the  publifhiiig  any  thing  of 
that  kind. 

As  this  Gentlemans  Rage  was  fome- 
thing  furprizing,  fo  the  miftake  was  fo 
obvious,  that  the  whole  Company  fell 
a  laughing  at  him  ^  but  knowing  him 
to  be  of  a  temper  fomething  Revenge- 
ful, they  thought  it  was  not  Prudence 
to  provoke  him,  fo  they  told  him  thev 
wondred  he  (hould  take  the  word 
MEMBER  m  fo  reftrain'd  a  '^^2\\{t -^ 
that  it  did  not  at  all  follow,  they  muft 
mean  Members  of  Parliament  every 
time  they  named  that  word  5  and  that 
every  body  knew   there    were  feveral 

Clubs 
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Clubs  in  the  Nation,  and  made  up  of 
leveral  forts  of  People  5  fiich  as  the 
Calves  Head  Club,  the  Jacobite  Club, 
the  Scandalous  Club,  the  Witty  Club, 
the  Merry  Club,  the  Ugly  Club,  and 
the  OBohzr  Club,  cum  multk  dik  See 
and  it  was  to  be  hoped,  there  was  no 
fuch  thing  as  Members  of  Parliament 
among  any  of  thefe. 

Thefe  Arguments  were  fo  cogent,  as 
pacif5^ed  Sir  '^ohn-^  and  fo  we  were 
fuffer'd  to  proceed  with  our  Two 
Members  as  aforefaid,  who  as  is  already 
obfcrved,  were  fo  full,  fo  warm,  fo 
eager,  that  when  they  met,  they  could 
do  nothing  but  rave,  bring  out  broken 
Curfes,  and  fhew  all  the  figns  of  exaf- 
perafed  Spirits,  that  the  fury  of  their 
Temper  could  bring  forth. 

It  may  be  necelfary  for  the  farther 
illuftration  of  this  Hiftory,  to  let  you  a 
little  into  the  general  converfation  of 
the  Society,  and  give  fome  account  of 
particular  Paflages  occurring  at  fome 
extraordinary  meetings,  and  then  we 
may  touch  at  the  Charafters  of  fome 
of  their  Per  Tons. 

You 
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You  have  heard  from  the  abrupt 
meeting  of  Pico,  and  the  Old  Saxopi 
Count  Edgar,  that  they  were  Difcon- 
tent,  Shagrin,  and  Enrag'd  5  and  that 
they  met  at*  a  certain  Houfe,  to  vent 
and  give  eafe  to  their  PafTions.  It  was 
not  long  in  a  time  of  fuch  eminent  Jea- 
loufies,  but  that  a  conftant  meeting  of 
Gentlemen  of  good  Figure  and  appear- 
ing Intereft,  muft  occafion  divers  Spe- 
culations 5  and  the  Town  began  to  en- 
quire who  they  were,  what  their  Bufi- 
nefs  was,  and  on  what  Defign  ^  but 
particularly,  as  moft  natural  to  the 
temper  of  the  time,  what  Party  they 
were  of.  The  word  O^ober  being  left 
always  at  the  Bar,  as  the  token  of  Ad- 
mittance, was  confequently  the  firft 
thing  belonging  to  them  that  became 
Publick. 

The  Obfervators  Country- man,  ha- 
ving fome  Years  ago  worn  that  word 
thread  bare,  in  his  very  empty  VVitti- 
cifmsupon  Friendor  Enemy,  it  was  fro/n 
thence  at  firft  by  way  of  Scandal  given 
out,  that  this  was  a  Whig  Club.This  in- 
deed fervM  to  let  Wifer  Men  know,that 
all  the  Tories  were  not  of  a  Piece  ,  and 

thac 
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tliat  there  were  fome  in  the  World, 
who  tho'  they  were  far  enough  from 
Whigs,  were  not  let  into  this  Secret ; 
that  they  knew  nothing  of  the  Defign, 
and  by  confequence,  had  not  Accefs 
to  the  Cabinet  Councils  of  their  own 
Party. 

For  as  thefe  Gentlemen  had  no  De- 
figns  but  what  they  had  openly  enough 
proclaim'd  to  the  World,  fo  it  was  far 
from  being  defignVl  to  make  their  ha- 
ving AiTociated  together  a  Secret,  or  at 
Jead:  for  any  long  lime. 

It  is  true,  in  the  Infancy  of  the  So- 
ciety,  they  met  frequently   at  feveral 

Houfes^  fometimcs  at  the  in  the 

Strand  ^  fometimes  at  the  K- fome- 

times  at  the  Z)-- — /,  fometimes  at  one 
pfice,  fometimes  at  another  ^  and  after- 
wards, feparating  into  fmall  Commit- 
tees, they  had  their  private  and  prepa- 
ratory Meetings,  in  order  bqrh  to  cn- 
creafe  the  number  of  the  Society,  and 
prepare  bnilnefs  for  the  general  days 
of  their  Afiembling,  that  n  might  meet 
there  with  the  greater  Difpatc  i.  At  thefe 
fci  arate  Meetings,they  frequently  drank 
the  Plebeian  Juice  of  tlie  Early  Corn, 

prepar'd 
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prepar'd  at  proper  Seafons  in  the  latter 
end  of  the  Summer,  and  carefully  pre- 
ferved  for  maturating  it  felf  by  fermen- 
tation 5  Set  ling,  Fining,  Sparkling,  &e. 
And  from  hence  fome  have  imagined, 
they  received  (hQXxNome  de  Guerre Xviz.') 
O&okr  :^  But  Authors  of  more  Autho- 
rity affirm  the  contrary  5  and  that  the 
original  of  that  Honourable  Title,  was 
derived  from  that  word  being  given  by 
fome  of  their  leading  Men,  as  the  fignal 
of  their  congregating  together,  and  the 
term  of  Admiffion,  of  which  more  by 
and  by. 

.  Be  this  as  it  will,having  thus  brought 
'them  to  their  ColletSive  State,  it  fol- 
lows to  enquire  who  they  were  that 
compofed  this  Body  5  who  the  confti- 
tuent  Members,  and  what  the  Occafion 
of  the  meeting :  We  (liall  begin  with 
the  laft  ^  and  perhaps,  the  Pcrfons  may 
beft  defcribe  themfelves  by  their  beha- 
viour, when  we  come  to  the  fubjed 
matter  of  their  wife  Conferences. 

We  need  not  trouble  the  Reader  with 
Negatives  in  this  Affair,  as  that  they 
were  not  Whigs,  mt  Papifts,  not  Prcsby» 
te-ians,  not  Non-Jurors,  that  met  at 
this  Affembly  ^  that  .their  profeft  Bufi- 
nefs  was  neither  Wine,   Love,    Game, 

G  Mu- 
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Mufic  or  Mirth.  But  to  come  dired^ly 
to  the  Point :  they  met  to  confult  on 
matters  of  State,  Government,  Poli- 
ticks, Credit,  War,  Peace,  Funds,  Fa- 
vourites, Parties,  a  little  of  Religron, 
much  of  Court  Matters,  more  of  Mini- 
ftry,  and  moft  of  all,  of  Intereft  :  in 
fhort,  they  met  to  confider  in  full  AC-' 
fembly,  the  State  of  the  Nation. 

It  has  been  reported,  that  they  took 
great  pains  to  bring  in  among  them, 
abundance  oi  Parliament  Men,  but  that 
not  being  able  to  bring  that  to  pafs  iii 
fuch  a  degree  as  they  defired,  they  made 
themfelves  amends  out  of  the  Court  5 
and  that  the  Queen  had  the  misfortune 
to  find  miany  of  Her  Majefties  own  Ser- 
vants, v/ho  eat  Her  Bread,  and  depend- 
ed on  Her  Royal  Bounty,  made  Mem- 
bers of  this  black  Divan  ^  and  in  clof^ 
Confultation  againft  both  Her  Perfoii 
and  Intereft.  The  brief  Hiftory  of 
which,  take  as  follows 

It  has  been  noted  in  the  firft  part  of 
this  Trad,  that  upon  the  late  Revolu- 
tion of  Court  Affairs,  the  Pulfe  of  a 
certain  Party  run  high,  having  given 
the  Whigs  a  general  overthrow,  as  in* 
a  pitch'd  Battle,  depofed  the  Miniftry, 

disbanded' 
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disbanded  the  JttnCfo^  and  gotten  th^ 
Mob  on  their  fide,  they  thought  the 
Game  all  their  own  5  nor  were  they  in 
the  leaft  miftaken,  for  fo  it  was. 

But  they  had  no  fooner  look'd  over 
their  hands,  as  they  fay  at  Cards ^  and 
found  they  had  all  the  Trumps,  Court 
Cards,  and  almoft  every  thing,  but 
elated  with  their  good  fortune,  they 
began  to  throw  them  away  like  Mad 
Men  5  and  according  to  their  ancient 
wild  Praftife,  ^o  ruin  their  own  game, 

But  fome  better  Gameftcrs  among 
them  of  their  own  fide,  feeing  their 
Follies,  clapt  in,  fnatch'd  the  Cards  out 
of  their  hands,  and  undertook  to  play 
the  Game  for  them. 

Ill  luck  was  it  for  the  Whigs,  that 
thefe  mad  Gamefters  were  ndJ  permitted 
to  go  on,  for  they  would  have  play'd 
away  all  their  good  Cards  at  firft,  and 
the  cunning  Whigs  who  play'd  upon 
the  referve,  and  had  husbanded  their 
Game,  would  have  come  in  at  laft, 
and  have  beat  them  all. 

But  wifer  Gamefters  taking  up  the 

Cards,  they  hold  the  advantage  they 

'       Q  2  had 
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had  gainM,and  the  Whigs  are  in  danger 
of  being  lurched. 

But  to  leave  Allegorizing,  the  Cafe- 
is  literal  enough,  and  may  be  told  as 
plain  as  we  pleafe.  The  Queen  having 
thought  fit  to  change  Hands  in  the 
Adminiftration  of  Publick  Affairs,  and 
to  put  the  Miniftry  into  the  hands  of 
a  New  Set  of  Men  :  Of  which  New 
Miniftry,  it  is  not  the  Bufinefs  of  this 
Paper  to  fay  any  thing  one  way  or 
another.    This  was  the  confequence. 

The  depofed  Party  ftrugled  hard, 
and  gave  up  their  ground  by  Inches  5 
defending  every  Step,  every  Point,  dif- 
putiiig  every  Poft,  and  maintaining 
their  Intereft  as  long  as  pofiible. 

The  Party  that  Supplanted  them, 
were  hot  fB  much  of  the  Old  High 
Flying  Prin'cij^le,  as  they  were  upon  a 
Nev(7  Syfiem  of  Politicks,  (viz.')  of 
putting  the  Adminiftration  upon  what 
they  called  an  equal  foot  •  that  no 
Party  (hould  engrofs  either  the  Queen 
or  Government  ^  that  the  Favours,  and 
Employments,  and  Truft,  (hould  be 
profnifGUoufly  granted  and  beftow'd 
upon  all  Parties  3  and  the  heft  of  all 

Par- 
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Parties  be  employ'd  while  the  Govern- 
ment it  felf  (liould  be  of  no  Party  at 
all.  This  was  called  the  new  iScheme, 
and  according  to  this  Scheme,  the  new 
management  began  to  work. 

It  happened  rather  as  a  confcquerce 
of  things,  than  by  choice  of  the  new 
Management,  that  they  were  obliged 
to  take  in  the  afliftance  of  all  the 
High  Party,  to  make  good  their  ground 
againfl:  the  Old  MiniOry,  and  their 
Friends,  who  as  I  faid  dyed  hard,  made 
an  obftinate  Defence,  and  would  heark- 
en to  no  terms  of  accommodation  5  ne- 
ver yielding  to  take  Quarter,  tho'  fre- 
quently offered  them  upon  very  Advan- 
tageous Conditions. 

The  New  Managers  being  thus  dri- 
ven to  the  necefTity  of  calling  in  help 
to  make  good  their  ground,  were  ob- 
liged to  treat  with  the  other  Party, 
viz.  the  hot  High  Flying  hair  Brain'd 
Tories,  whom  they  thought  in  this 
Exigency,  they  might  purely  on  the 
Principles  of  Hatred  to  the  Whigs, 
bring  in  at  demand. 

To  wheedle  them  into  this,  fir  theji 
kncvp  they  were  eafly  to  be  canght^  they 

baited 
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baited  their  Hook  with  a  roafted  Prieft, 
fet  him  to  cry  Fire,  and  raife  the  whole 
Nation  into  a  Flame  ^  immediately  the 
bubbled  Party  bit  at  the  Bait,  and  away 
they  run  with  it,  without  fo  much  as 
feeling  that  the  Hook  hung  in  their 
Mouths. 

The  cunning  Anglers  play'd  with 
them  as  you  do  with  a  Trout  5  let 
them  run  on,  let  them  raife  Mobs, 
Tumults,  break  Windows,  pull  down 
Meeting' Houfes,  bully  the  Diflenters, 
rabble  Eleftions,  huzza  the  Tool  a- 
forefaid  round  the  Country  5  and  in 
fiiort,  put  the  whole  Nation  into  a 
Flame. 

Sometimes  they  would  draw  their 
line  a  little,  and  bring  them  nearer 
hand,  and  almoft  to  their  Net,  putting 
feveral  Mortifications  upon  them,  with 
fine  Speeches,  AddreiTes  to  S  T  A  N  D-B  Y, 
d^tf.  Tryals  of  Rioters,  Promifes  to 
keep  the  Peace,  hints  of  Temper  to 
fellow  Chrillians  and  fellow  Subj^:ds, 
Dtjjenters^  Difcouraging  and  Negle- 
fting  the  Priefi  and  his  Friends,  and 
the  like.  Thefe  things  went  againft: 
the  Grain,  and  touching  them  to  the 
quick,  away   the   Party    would  fling 

again, 
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again,  and  flounce,  and  be  in  a  rage, 
like  a  Lunatick.  Wellythen  the  State  An- 
glers would  try  to  tickle  them  with  a 
Feather,  sfill  as  yoit  do  a  Trout  5  give 
them  a  Sugar-plumb  word  or  two,  in 
an  Addrefs  put  in  Faftion,  as  an  Equi- 
valent to  Popery,  Exemption  for  an 
Equivalent  to  Tolleration,  and  the 
like. 

This  pleafes  them  again,  and  they 
come  to  hand  for  a  purpofe,  but  it 
lafts  but  for  a  while  ^  when  feeling 
ih.Q  Hook  prick  them  a  little,  and  the 
very  thought  of  Moderation  putting 
them  into  a  fright,  they  take  a  run 
again,  and  away  they  go,  carrying  all 
before  them  5  the  cunning  Workmen 
let  them  go ^  run  out  the  line.  Let  them 
over-run  the  Presbyterian  Judicatures, 
feverfe  Decrees,  and  let  loofe  Bears 
upon  the  honeft  i^cots  Sheep  5  and  in 
fhort,  let  them  play  the  Devil  till 
they  run  themfelves  out  of  breath  a- 
gain. 

After  this,  they  begin  to  draw  them 
to  hand  again  :  And  with  many  a  lufty 
promife,  they  brought  thefe  furious 
People  to  be  fomething  tame,  to  come 
into  Management,  and  to  be  true  Aux- 
illiaries.  Many  a  Sugar-plumb  was  they 
fain  to  give  them  5  many  an   Opiate 

to 
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to  doze  and  delude  them  5-  they  Jearn'd 
the  Language  of  the  Party,  and  cry'd 
Hereditary-  Right ^P a' five- Submilflof?^  and 
Nof:-Rcfijhf7ce,  as  fail  as  any  of  them : 
In  Exchange  for  this,  they  the  Mana- 
gers, got  their  Auxiiliaries  to  haul  c^ut 
ProtefldHt  SpicceiJiGii^  Houfe  of  Hamio^ 
ver^  and  ihe  like  5  tho'  it  is  true,  they 
never  lik'd  the  found,  and  brought  it 
out  damnable  rough.  Thus  our  New- 
Managers  went  on  with  therr,  and 
while  they  wanted  the  Adiftance  of 
their  C?P^d  and  Gamo'-rs,  they  chira'd 
to  one  another.  Thefe  cry'd,  doxpn 
with  the  Fhanatichs-'^  thofe  anfwer'd, 
for  they  ^wifuld  pull  doxcn  the  ^e&H  j 
thefe^T^ry,  .T^Aftm  t^f^{  l^reshyteriam'.\ 
^hofe  Eccho,  for  th&y  .  vAU  bring  in  tbs 
Vrefender^  iho  they  knew  they  talk'4 
Nonfeafe.  all  the  while  ^  an,d  ^hus  bc)tl| 
fides,  f peaking  what  neither  qf  tbertl 
deligu'd,  they  nevertlielefs,  run  with  a 
joynf  Current,  and  open  Mouths. upon 
the  Whigs,  till  at  lafr  they  efFedqally 
Oveiithr^v*^  and  Difpo4lei|ed  them. 

Now  as  they  h^c^  .various  Defigns 
and  differing  views  in  this,  tho'  both 
agreed  in  the  Means,  {viz^  Pullixg 
dow».  the  Whigs  as~  a  ^  Part,  yet  they 
could  never  go  far  together,  becaafe 
their  End  was  not  the  fame. 

The 


I1ie  Managers  had  then'  end  betore 
'viz.  )  to  Eftabliih  themfelves to  put 
the  Adminiftration  upon  a  New  Loot, 
.IS  to  Perfons  to  fecure  their  Intereit, 
ind  have  the  Weight  of  Atlau's  run  in 
the  Channel  aforefaid.  ,,  ,  .  , 

But  our  Auxilliaries  aim  d  higlier, 
Periecution  in  Religion,  and  Tyranny 
in  Government,  the  Ruine  not  ot  the 
Whiess  as  a  Party,  buc  ot  the  Whiggs 
lof  tliat  Party  m  Perfon  ;  Plunder,  Ra- 
pin,  Devaftation,  Impeachments    Pe- 
nal-Laws, Fmes,  Forfeitures,  and  the

SoothM  them  as  long 
as  pollible,  and  havmg  led  them  iome- 
times  by  the  Hand,  and  lometimes  by 
the  Xole,  one  ftep  after  another,  now 
in  Hopes  of  obtaining  tlieir  Delire, 
then  Doubting  again,  then  reviving

a  great  length  m  theaffift!„ce  they  Tt

.The  Managers  in  this  aSed  very 
dexteroufly  and  held  the  Party  fo  in 
P^ay  that  they  never  could  fee  what 

we!'i'fite"'^™''''°f'  or  how  they 
weie  fiddl'd  in,  to  Dance  in  a  Circle, 
ou  of  which  they  were  never  like' 
L    i"""^'  ""  '^'"y  return'd  back  to 

'«  f /""{"T  ^"'"'^-^"^  Circumltan- 
^es,  which  they  were  fure  to  do  as 
foon  as  ever  they  fhould  Diflike  their 
s^ielent  Employment,  or  pulh  at  any- 

cliing 
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thing  agreeable  to  their  Declared  Prin- 
ciples. 

The  Managers  in  this  fell  upon  the 
Whiggs,  )uft  as  the  Confederates  do 
upon  the  King  of  France^  (viz.)  not 
to  Dethrone  him  as  King,  not  to  Dif- 
folve  his  Dominions  from  their  fettled 
pofture  as  a  Kingdom,  not  to  pull 
him  to  pieces  and  to  fhare  his  Poftef- 
fions  among  themfel ves ;  but  to  reduce 
him  to  Bounds  and  Limitations,to  pull 
down  his  Exorbitant  Grcatnefs  and 
the  Ufurpt  Dominion  over  his  Neigh- 
bour's Right,  to  Gain  Security  for  his 
being  a  quiet  Neighbour,  and  infliort 
to  fix  the  Ballance  of  Power  upon  Due 
Equality,  for  the  Settling  and  Prefer- 
ving  the  Peace  of  Europe. 

Thus  in  treating  the  Whiggs,  tho' 
with  Rudenefs  and  Rabble,  with  Noife 
and  Clamour,  and  perhaps  with  fome 
Injuftice  in  fome  Cafes ;  yet  this  was 
never  with  a  View  of  Depofing  the 
Being  or  Name  of  the  Whiggs  as  a 
Party  ,  DilTolving  their  Privileges  as 
Subjeds,  and  pufhing  them  into  Con- 
fufion  :  The  thing  was  only  to  reduce 
their  Power,  and  take  from  them  the 
Seat  of  Government,  Depofmg  what 
they  caird  the  Exorbitance  of  theParcy, 
and  taking  from  them  the  Power  to 
Opprcfs  other  Parties. 

H  2  This 
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This  was  plain  Irom  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Managers  when  they 
had  obtain'd  their  vidory  over  the 
Whig  Miniftry ;  tor  they  no  fooner  got 
the  Power  of  the  Adminlftration  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  Whisigs,  but  they 
turn'd  Whiggs  thcmfelves,  making 
very  Httle  alteration  of  Method,  only 
an  alteration  of  Perfons  in  Execution: 
For  Example^  They  no  fooner  came  to 
Adminifler  the  Publick  Affairs,  but 
they  kept  on  foot  the  Cime  Alliances, 
engag'd  in  the  fame  War ,  rcfolved 
upon  the  fame  foot  of  Peace  without 
abatements,  made  the  fame  Capitula- 
tions, paid  the  fame  Subfidies,  de- 
clared their  Refolution  to  (land  to  the 
fame  Succeflion  of  the  Crown,  allow'd 
to  the  Diffenters  the  fame  Tolleration, 
Haifed  Money  by  the  fame  Methods, 
and  Lay'd  Taxes  and  Funds  of  the 
fame  kind  as  the  old  Miniifry  had 
done  before  them. 

Nay  even  in  the  Manner  of  Carrying 
on  the  War,  and  the  Perfons  entrufted 
with  it,  They  m.ade  little  or  no  altera- 
tion, tho'  at  firft,  to  pleafe  their  new 
Auxiliaries,  the  Tories  they  were  fain 
to  make  fome  Jingle  with  New  Words 
and  New  Notions,  fach  as  removing 
the  Generals,  Removing  the  Seat  of 
the  \Yar,  Drawing  away  the  Greateil 

'   ^      liody 
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Body  of  the  Troops  from  FLinders, 
and  carrying  on  the  War  Especially 
in  SpAin. 

But  this  was  but  a  Feint,  an  artificial 
Wind,  made  to  blow  like  a  Storm  for  as 
long  and  no  longer,  as  itferv'd  the  ufcs 
it  was  contrived  for,  and  then  Uke  a 
Summer  Ereez  which  ceafes  with  the 
Setting  of  the  Sun, it  went  off,theMorn- 
ing  Clear'd  up,  and  all  things  went  on 
as  they  were  before :  The  General,  the 
Army,  the  Seat  of  the  War  remain  d 
all  as  they  were  before,  and  rather 
rcceiv'd  an  Addition  than  a  Diminu- 
tion, either  the  firll  in  Power,  or  the 
fecond  in  Number  of  Forces,  and  all 
things  rcturn'd  juft  to  the  fame  Me- 
thod of  proceedings  as  they  did  before. 

It  is  true,  and  nothing  was  Clearer 
from  the  Nature  of  the  thing  than 
that  this  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to 
be  fo,  and  could  be  no  otherwife,  and 
every  Man  whofe  Eyes  were  open  faw 
it  before;  but  our  High-flyers,  as  it 
often  happens  with  Men  of  too  much 
Fire  in  their  Politicks,  continuing  molt 
conveniently  blind,  put  their  hands 
moft  chearfully  to  the  alTiftance  of  the 
New  Managers,  upon  the  weaknefs 
and  prefumption  of  their  own  Deligns 
being  to  be  put  in  Execution,  as  the 
Conlequence  of  this  Alteration. 

Nor 


Nor  were  they  the  only  Dupes  of  the 
Age  neither,  for  the  concealed  Jaco- 
bites among  them,  more  flupidly  blind 
than  the  rell,  were  fo  Infatuated  as  to 
think  that  certainly  the  New  iManagers 
were  at  bottom  Friends  to  their  Caufe, 
and  that  they  had  a  View  at  the  Re- 
floration  of  the  Pretender.  This  went 
fuch  a  ridiculous  length,  that  it  was 
wonderful  to  fee  how  effe6f  ual  it  was 
to  brmg  thofe  ipoor  Out-of-faJIjiofi' People 
todifcover  themfelves,  feveral  of  them 
in  the  North  part  of  Britain  took  the 
Oaths  that  had  never  taken  them  be- 
fore ;  and  when  they  Chofe  Members 
of  Parliament,  Declar'd  thofe  Mem- 
bers had  nothing  to  do  but  to  Give 
their  honed  Vote  for  the  Reftoration  of 
their  Sovereign  ;  That  it  fliould  now 
be  done  in  a  Parliamentary  way ; 
That  Legal  Authority  fhould  Joyn  in 
it ;  That  the  Minift ry  w^ere  to  Joyn  in 
it ;  And  in  fhort,  Ifatter'd  themfelves 
with  all  the  abfurd  and  ridiculous  No- 
tions that  poor  Lunatics  are  wont  to 
do,  who  fancy  themfelves  to  be  Em- 
perors and  Monarchs,  that  they  have 
their  Guards,  and  their  numerous 
Attendants  round  them,  and  are  every 
way  Equip'd  like  a  Soveraign  Prince, 
when  their  Ornaments  arc  but  real 
Chains,    their  Guards  the  Spedators 

pitying 
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pitying  their  Diforder,  and  their  Glo- 
rious Pallace  the  unhappy  Cell  of  an 
Hofpital  or  M^id-houic :  ^^  Jupifer 
uult  Perdere  hos  Dement  At. 

Nay  fo  far  were  thefe  People  led  on 
in  their  State  Frenzy,  that  thcv  per- 
fwaded  themfelves  to  believe  that  the 
Qiieen  was  to  Joyn  in  the  fencelefs  and 
unnatural  attempt ;  That  Her  .\fajefty 
liad  been  Convinced  that  the  PoiTeffion 
was  not  her  Due,  and  being  Touch'd 
in  Confcience  at  the  Injury  done  her 
Brother  ,  would  remit  the  Crown 
Come  into  the  Houfe,  and  make  a 
voluntary  Refignation  m  Favour  of 
the  Pretender,  Content  her  felf  with 
an  Honourable  Appennage  or  Ma-n- 
tenance  fuitable  to  Her  Birth ,  and 
then  the  Revolution  was  to  be  broueht 
about  quietly  and  without  Blood  bv 
Content  of  Parties. 

,  .L^^  r"?  ^^'^  wonder,  that  where 
Mens  folly  were  run  up  to  fuch  an 
Extravagant  height,  the  Difappoint- 
ment  of  all  thefe  Glorious  Geweaws 
leaves  behind  it  a  more  than  ordinary 
Chagrin  and  Difcontent;  and  they 
l^""?  ^f  e„Wliimfy  Mad  before,  turn 
Melancholly  Mad  now. 
^  Some  have  excufed  them  by  fay- 
ing, the  fir/l  ifeps  of  the  New- Ma- 
nagers   were    fo  Extravagant  ,    and 

looked 
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look'd  fo  apparently  this  Way,  that  k 
was  no  wonder  to  find  Men,  whofe 
Defires  lay  all  to  that  point,  tall  into 
fuch  a  Delufion;  and  that  many  Honeit 
Men,  who  apprehended  the  coming  in 
of  the  Pretender  as  the  Greateft  Evil, 
were  Drawn  in  as  tar  by  then*  Fears, 
as  thofe  were  by  their  Hopes,  verily 
believing  ,  that  the  true  Defign  of 
all  this  was  aim'd  at  a  New  Revo- 
lution, and  that  the  New  Party  were 
all  in  a  llrid  League  with  the  Pre- 
tender, ilnce  they  thought  that  either 
tiic  Defign  was  to  bring  us  all  to  a 
jr'rench  IVi  anagement,  or  that  really 
the  New  Managers  were  Blind  and 
Mad. 

But  when  they  faw  the  Wheel 
within  the  Wheel,  when  they  faw  the  . 
Scheme  Work,  and  that  the  Engineers 
of  the  State  Gradually  and  Wifely 
dropt  all  their  firll  appearances,  and 
a6led  upon  the  fame  Revolution  Foun- 
dation that  others  had  done  before, 
then  allthofc  Fears  vamfli'd  at  once. 

As  this  difcovery  eafed  the  minds  of 
one  lide,  and  fliew'd  them  that  rtheir 
Cafe  was  not  fo  Defperate  as  they  Ima- 
gined, that  we  were  not  all  running 
into  1  oryifme,  and  King  James'^s  days 
back  agam,  fo  it  had  juft  the  contrary 
effed   upon  the  other   Party,   who 

found 
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found  by  degrees  that  they  were  really 
Deluded,  that  they  had  been  cutting 
the  Throat  of  their  own  Caufe  all  this 
while,  and  that  as  foon  as  the  New 
Meafures  were  Eitablifh'd,  and  the 
Wheel  would  move  without  them, 
they  fliould  be  turn'd  off,  be  flighted 
and  neglected,  and  become  the  fame 
defpicable  poor  Wretches  they  were 
before. 

Yet  did  not  this  Difcovery  come  all 
at  once  on  either  fide,  their  Illumina- 
tions came  (lowly  on ;  fome  w4fer  than 
fome  was  the  llate  of  the  World  from 
the  beginning  of  it,  and  will  be  fo  to 
the  end  :  Among  the  V/higgs  fome 
faw  into  the  Politicks  of  the  New 
Managers  early,  and  finding  that  the 
whole  Scheme  amounted  only  to  put- 
ting out  and  putting  in,  that  the  Ma- 
nagement would  be  the  fame,  that  it 
muif  be  fo  of  neceffity,  and  that  they 
could  ad  upon  no  other  foot  but  that 
of  the  Revolution ;  thefe  grew  eafie 
fooner  than  their  Neighbours,  and  af- 
fifted  to  make  others  foi  whereas  fome 
harder  to  be  fatisfied,  cannot  yet  per- 
fwade  themfelves  to  believe  but  the 
Defign  'is  ftill  to  Ruin  our  Conilitu- 
tion,  Dethrone  the  Queen,  Set  up 
Fra^cCy  and  Bring  in  the  Pretender. 

X  On 
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On  the  other  hand,  among  the  High 
Gentlemen  fomc  fee  into  thmgs  andciy 
out  t^ley  arc  betray'd,  that  the  New 
"Minillry  had  Trick'd  them,  that  they 
jiave  only  Chang'd  the  Men  but  not 
the  Meafures :  That  there  lias  no- 
thing been  done  for  the  Secuiity  of 
the  Church :  That  the  mifsmanage- 
ments  of  the  old  Miniftry  are  not  en- 
quirM  into:  That  the  Treafurer  is  not 
Impeach'd  :  That  Ivla"  •  hro'' is  ftill  En- 
trufled  wirh  the  Army,  that  the  War 
is  to  be  carried  on  ftili  as  it  was  be- 
fore, and  EspBCTALLY  in  fianders^ 
not  Especially  in  S^mh  :  That 
the  Toileration  of  DiiTenters  contrary 
to  Agreement  is  Continued,  and  they 
called  in  publick  Fellow  Chrijlians  ^ 
whom  they  always  were  made  be- 
lieve fliould  be  efleemed  worfe  than 
Papifts:  That  Money  is  Raifed  by 
Funds  and  Loans  as  it  was  before, 
tho'  that  Way  was  Condemn'd  as  fa- 
tal to  the  Nation,  and  Entailing  an 
Eternal  Debt  upon  us  that  can  never 
be  paid  :  That  the  Whiggs  have  been 
Courted  to  uphold  Credit,  and  the 
IBank  Treated  with  by  Parliament, 
tho'  they  were  told  it  fhould  be  Dif- 
Toiv'd,  and  the  Landed  A4en  made  the 
^ind  of  tile  Nations  Credit. 
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'^  It  is  agreed  that  fome  are  ftlll  under 
the  old  Delufion,  and  either  go  on 
hoodwink'd  by  the  Artifice  of  their 
firft  Deluders,  or  are  brought  ov^er  to 
fee  that  they  were  in  the  wrong,  to 
pufli  at  thoie  things  in  that  Manner 
they  did,  and  that  moderate  fleps  are 
the  only  Methods  to  bring  their  De- 
figns  happily  to  pafs  ;  that  Tune  and 
Patience  only  can  cffeft  things,  and 
that  to  wait  is  the  only  way  to  obtain 
their  ends. 

However  as  the  Clamouring  Party 
generally  obtains  more  Profclytes,  to 
the  firft  of  thefe  grow  moft  Nunie- 
pous  becaufe  tliey  make  moft  Noife. 

It  is  but  lately  indeed  that  their 
Clamours  have  been  made  publick, 
tho'  for  fome  time  they  have  made 
their  Complaints  to  one  another :  The 
firll:  that  I  find  any  Account  of  in  the 
Modern  Antiquities  of  this  New  turn 
of  AffairSj  was  in  '^w Robert  Dand)ljon'*s 
Choice  Manual,  Entitled,  Loyal  Tahk 
Ta/kf  where  we  have  an  Account  of  a 
Conference  between  two  Country 
Gentlemen  upon  thefe  State  matters ; 
There  was  Tom  of  Sujjhlk^  an  ancient 
Knight  of  great  Renown  for  Zeal, 
But  not  according  to  Knowledge-  and 
"^ack  of  Worcefierjhire^  a  younger  Man, 

but  an  older  F 1,  both  ilanch  true 
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blue    Bigots  to    'Jdcobitifm    aad   the 
Dayjger  of  the  Church, 

Thefe  met  together,  and  beginning 
to  talk  freely,  whether  warmM  with 
Zeal  or  the  Bottle,  the  Author  has  not 
thought  fit  to  acquaint  us,But  they  took 
this  weighty  Queftion  into  Conlidera- 
tion  (  vtz.)  How  they  flioukl  do  to 
fettle  the  Nation, 

Sir  Thorriits  begins  the  Dialogue  thus : 
jf^(:X',  What  do  you  think  of  our  Af- 
fairs, how  do  you  like  things  ?  Prithee 
tell  me  your  Opinion. 

Sir  'John,  Truly  I  do  not  like  things 
at  all,  I  think  we  are  like  to  be  Bub- 
bled by  our  new  Mi  •  •  •  ry,  and  I  fhall 
be  glad  youll  let  us  talk  a  little  freely 
about  it. 

Sir  Tho.  With  aU;my  Heart :  I  have 
waited  for  an  opportunity  to  do  it  a 
great  while ;  for  I  am  under  great  un- 
eafinefs  about  it.    ^    , 

^ivJohmXon  know  Sir  Thontds^wXiQii 
you  and  I  were  fent  for  to  a  fecret 
Committee  of  Honeft  Gentlemen,  how 
Warm,  how  Zealous,  how  much  Con- 
cern they  fliew'd  for  the  Danger  of  the 
Church-^  How  Earneftly  they  folicited 
us  to  come  in  and  Joynwith  them  to 
refcue  the  Church  out  of  the  Hands  of 
a  Party,  who  had  Foifon'd  even  the 
Right  Reverend  and  Reverend  Guides 

of 
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of  the  Church  with  Principles  of  Fa- 
ction and  Whiggifme ;  and  had  even 
Dofedthe  very  Government  it  felfinto 
a  ftupid  Lethargic  humour  of  fitting 
ftill  and  feeing  our  Holy  Church  call 
into  Contempt,  her  Clergy  become 
the  reproach  of  the  Street,  and  her 
Worlliip  be  ridicul'd  by  Innumerable 
fwarms  of  Herefy,  Faftion  and  Schif- 
matick  Principles.

How  did  they  reprefent  to 
us,  that  the  original  of  all  thefe  mif- 
chiefs  lay  in  the  mifmanagement  of 
the  xMinillry,  who,  to  engratiate  them- 
JTelves  with  the  IVhiggs,  had  given  up 
all  Concern  for  the  Church,  had  per- 
fwaded  the  World  of  her  fafety  and

Sir  John.  How  did  they  promife  us 
upon  this,  That  they  would  ^qi  up  the 
Qiieen  upon  Her  Majefty's  only  Gioii- 
ous  and  Firm  Foundation  or  Title, 
(vtz,.)  That  of  Hereditary  Right ^  and 
thereby  Recognize  and  Acknowledge 
the  Ancient  and  Profefs'd  Principle  of 
the  Church  of  EngU-ad^  and  of  every 
true  Son  of  that  Church  (  viz.. )  the 
Doctrines  of  Paffive  Obedience  and  Non- 
Re  fijl/ince. 

Sir  Tho.  Very  true. 

Sir  John,  And  upon  thefe  Capitula- 
tions we  came  over  to  them,  put  our 
felvcs  into  their  hands,  joyn'd  our  In- 
terefl  with  theirs,  and  brought  up  Ad- 
dreifes  from  every  part  of  the  Nation 
to  concur  with  it,  and  thereby,  as  far 
as  in  us  lay,  to  perfwade  Her  Majefty 
and  the  World,  that  this  was  the 
fecurity  of  the  Nation. 

Sir  The.  Ay,  and  to  go  a  length  no 
Country  Party €ver  went  before  (w^.) 
to  Addrefs  Her  Majefty  almoft  in  fo 
many  Words  to  DilTolve  the  Parlia- 
ment; without  which,  I  believe  the 
Court  at  that  time  of  day  had  never 
come  in  to  take  fuch  a  ftep,  which  if 
we  had  not  univerfally  joyn'd  in, 
mull  have  gone  a  great  way  to  have 

Ruin'd 
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Ruin'd  the  Confederacy,  and  hazard- 
ed the  whole  Affairs  of  Europe, 

Sir  John,  Ail  thefe  things  arc  fo 
plain,  and  fo  lately  done,  none  can 
forget  them. 

Sir  The.  In  Confequence  of  thefe 
Meafures  we  Joyn'd  all  our  Interfl:, 
and  by  the  Conducl  of  the  Inferiour 
Clergy,  animated  by  the  Succefs  of 
Dr.  Suhe'vereli,  v/e  Rais'd  our  Party, 
pufliM  them  upon  ail  forts  of  Violences, 
taught  them  to  Infuic  the  Whiggs, 
and  to  Rife  in  Mobi  and  Tmnults  up- 
on the  Difliintfrs  almoil  all  over  the 
Kingdom ;  by  which  means  we  Bullied 
them  out  of  their  Ele£tions  in  many 
Places,  indeed  in  molt  parts. of  the 
Nation,  and  got  Honeil:  Gentlemen  of 
our  o'vvn  Friends  Return'd  from  all 
fides  till  w'Q  got  fuch,  fo  Loyal,  fo 
Zealous,  fo  True  a  Church  of  tLngiind 
Parliament,  as  has  not  fat  in  thofb 
Walls  for  thefe  many  Ages. 

Sir  Johfi.  And  who  could  have 
thought,  that  after  having  ferv'd  them 
thus  Zealoully  and  Faithfully,  and 
that  after  by  their  own  acknowledge- 
ment, they  could  never  have  done 
their  Bufinefs  without  us;  we  could 
be  denied  any  tiling  in  reafon,  much 
lefs  any  thing  for  the  real  good  of  the 
Church;  kail  of  all  any  thing  that  had 

been 
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been  expredy  Agreed  upon  and  Capi- 
tulated for  by  us. 

Sir  Tho,  But  I  find  thofe  things  all 
forgotten. 

Sir  John.  As  if  they  had  never  been 
talkM  of. 

Sir  Tho.  And  we  grow  negleded 
and  flighted. 

Sir  ^ohn.  As  if  we  had  never  been 
ufeful. 

'    SirT/;^.  Or  as  if  they   had   never 
flood  in  need  of  our  AfTiflance. 

Sir  J  oh??.  What  one  ilep  have  they 
taken  to  declare  Her  Majefty's  Here- 
ditary Right  to  the  Crown,  againft 
the  Commonwealth  Principles  that 
have  Debauch'd  our  People  ? 

Sir  Tho.  Or  have  they  once  mov'd  in 
Parliament  to  Eftablifli  the  Known  and 
EfTcntial  Principle  of  Non-Refiflance^ 
which  our  Church  has  prbfefs'd  upon 
all  occafions,  and  which  is  fo  much 
the  fafety  of  the  Crown,  againft  all 
the  Dilloyal  and  Fanatick  Notions  of 
the  Original  Right  of  the  People  ? 

Sir  'John.  What  have  they  done  for 
the  Churches  Security,  or  to  let  us 
fee  that  we  fhall  ever  be  able  to  fay 
her  Dangers  are  lelTen'd  ? 

Sir  Tho.  >V  hat  have  they  done  to 
lefTen  the  Pov/er  of  the  Schifmaticks 
and  Diflenters? 

Sir 
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sir  "[John.  Or  have  they  not  rather 
il:rengthned  their  hands,  by  giving  to 
that  abhorr'd  Generation  of  Rebels, //;r 
Presbyterians^  whom  we  look  upon  to  be 
worfe  than  Papi/h,  the  Titles  of  Prote- 
fiants  and  FelloVv'  Christians. 

Sir  Tho.  xMy  blood  rifes  at  thefe 
double-tongu'd  proceedings ,  and  I 
cannot  but  think  we  are  betray'd;  that 
we  are  all  running  back  into  Whig- 
gifme  and  the  Junto ;  for  my  part  I 
can  fee  nothing  in  it,  no  material 
Change. 

Sir  John.  Nor  I  neither  :  We  only 
fee  new  Faces,  not  one  new  ftep,  at 
leaftof  the  Kind  we  ought  to  have  feen, 
and  had  reafon  to  expert. 

Sir  Tho.  I  could  go  on  with  Com- 
plaints of  this  fort  to  the  end  of  the 
Chapter,  and  obferve  to  you  how  we 
are  Cheated  in  the  Atfairs  of  the  State, 
Management  of  the  War,  Modelling 
of  the  Court,  the  Affair  of  the  Fleet, 
the  Credit,  the  Bank,  the  Funds,  and 
above  all  of  the  War:  But  I  adjourn 
it,  I  have  a  Projed  in  my  Head  how 
to  bring  this  Matter  into  a  more  re- 
gular method  of  Enquiry,  and  per- 
haps put  it  in  fome  way  alfo  of  redrefs 
if  you  will  concur  with  it. 

Sir  John.  With  all  my  heart,  pray 

let's  have  your  thoughts  upon  it :  Let's 
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hear  your  Projeft,  fori  have  not  been 
without  a  great  Concern  on  this  ac- 
count. 

Sir  Tbo.  It  mufl:  indeed  have  the 
Concurrence  of  fome  of  our  Friends. 

Sir  John,  It  fhali  not  want  mine, 
nor  all  the  Intereft  and  Friends  I  can 
procure,  and  I  am  not  alone  in  the 
World. 

Sir  T/jo.  Why  my  Defign  is  to  Con- 
cert ourGrievances  with  all  our  Friends 
in  the  Houfe,  and  if  pofhble,  to  make 
them  fcncible  how  both  they  and  we 
are  treated  in  this  Cafe;  and  lam per- 
fwaded,  if  we  are  but  unanimous,  we 
arc  able  to  give  a  Check  to  this  new 
Party  ftill. 

Sir  Jofm,  I  Uke  your  Proje£l:  won- 
derfully  At  leall  we  fhali  let  them 

fee  they  do  not  yet  Itand  fo  fafe,  as  to 
have  no  need  of  their  old  Auxiliaries. 

Sir  Tho.  If  they  do,  we  will  endea- 
vour to  make  our  Complaint  more  Po- 
pular; Who  knows  but  the  fame 
Mobb  that  brought  our  Caufe  in,  may 
fright  them  out  of  their  Seats,  as  it  has 
done  the  Whiggs,  and  let  them  fee, 
that  as  we  fet  them  up,  we  can  pull 
them  down,  and  they  are  able  to  car- 
ry nothing  without  us  ? 

Sir  Jokfi*  I  think  it  is  an  admirable 

method :  but  which  way  will  you  go 
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about  it  ?  We  muft  have  a  few  trufty 
Friends  let  into  the  Secret. 

Sir  Tho.  That's  the  very  thing  I  in^ 
tended  to  propofe;  Can  you  think  of 
proper  People  ? 

Sir  '^uhn,  1  believe  I  can  bring  you 
two  or  three  that  may  be  depended 
upon. 

SivTho.  ril  anfvver  for  about  Four. 

Sir  "John.  They  will  be  enough  at 
firft,  perhaps  more  may  drop  in,  or 
they  will  be  able  to  recommend  more 
themfelves. 

Sir  Tho.  When  fliall  we  meet  ? 

Sir  'John,  When  you  pleafe,  the 
fooner  the  better ;  for  there  is  no  time 
to  be  lofl. 

Sir  Tho.  To  Morrow  in  the  Evening : 
Name  the  Place. 

Sir  'John,  The  Vine  ;  do  you  name 
the  Hour. 

Sir  Tho,  Five :  Bring  your  Friends 
with  you. 

Sir  Joh'/i.  We  muft  have  a  Number 
to  leave  at  the  Bar. 

Sir  Tho,  Think  of  one. 

Shjohn,  I  have  no  Invention,  I  hate 
Numbers  ;  I  remember  a  Clubb  left 
Ten  Thoufand  at  the  Bar  in  the  late 
Times,  and  they  were  Charg'd  with 
having  a  Plot. 

K  2  Sir 
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Sir  Tho.  I  remember  our  old  Fox- 
hunting Clubb  had  a  Word  by  which 
we  always  met. 

Sir  '^ohn.  What  was  that  ? 

Sir  The.  O^ober ;  for  in  that  Month 
we  always  met  for  the  firfl  time. 

Sir  John.  With  all  my  heart;  it 
has  been  a  happy  Month  to  my  Fa- 
mily on  many  accounts.

YO  U  have  had  now  a  brief  Hi- 
{loi'Y  of  the  Original  and  Occa- 
fion  of  this  Wife  AlTembly,  and  how 
they  came  by  the  Name,  The  October 
Clubb :  We  fliall  make  liere  but  a  very 
fmall  Digreflion,  and  proceed  to  let 
you  into  fome  of  their  moil:  Accurate 
and  Political  Debates. 

The  Digreflion  I  fhall  make,  is  only 
to  remark  how  they  lay'd  their  Defign 
here  of  bringing  with  them  each  fome 
of  their  Friends  out  of  the  Parliament 
Houfe,  Members  of  the  prcfent  Houfe 

of  C s :  How  it  came  to  pafs  that 

they  failed  mutually  in  that  part  of 
their  Defign  Authors  have  not  left  up- 
on Record;  But  this  is  certain,  that 
this  Difappointment  did  not  at  all 
Difcourage  the  two  Knights  from  go- 
ing on  with  their  Defign,  (  "jiz,.  )  ot 
propagating  a  Difcontentcd  Society, 
which  they  foon  effected  to  their  full 
Content. 

It  was  not  long  after  the  refolutions 
our  two  Knights  took  at  parting,  be- 
fore they  met  according  to  appoint- 
ment 
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mentwith  their  Afliflants :  At  which 
meeting  their  Grievances  were  at  Large 
fettled  and  lay'd  down  in  Heads  of 
Refolutions,  fuch  as  thefe : 

I.  Refolv'd,  That  having  faithfully 
Joyn'd  in  with  the  New  Party,  both 
in|their  Councils  and  AfTiftance^for  the 
overthrow  of  the  late  Miniftry,  and 
fetting  on  foot  new  Schemes  of  Ma- 
nagement ;  they  found  the  faid  New 
Party  were  not  true  to  their  Preten- 
fions :  But  that  the  Work  being  done 
for  which  their  affiftance  it  feems  was 
wanted,  they  found  the  New  Party 
began  to  drop  them,  and  to  proceed 
upon  the  fame  Model  of  Management, 
that  they  pretended  to  complain  of 
before. 

II.  Refolved,  That  the  New  Ma- 
nagers were  in  a  Plot,  to  throw  en- 
tirely off  thofe  who  had  thus  faith- 
fully aflifted  them,  made  their  Court 
to  the  Whiggs  on  pretences  of  Mode- 
ration, Carrying  on  the  War,  Raifing 
Credit,  and  the  like;  and  that  if  fome 
fpeedy  Courfe  was  not  taken,  High 
Churchmen  would  be  foon  as  much 
out  of  Fafliion  as  ever. 

III.  Refolved,  That  the  feveral  Ca- 
pitulations, on  the  Condition ^  of  which 
they  the  High  Gentlemen  hadafTjfted, 

both 
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both  with  their  Councils  and  Clamour, 
were  not  at  all  regarded.  For  Ex- 
ample, 

1.  The  War  was  not  brought  to  an 
end,  or  the  Treaty  of  Peace  renewed 
with  France,  by  which  it  might  have 
been  proved  as  they  had  alledged,That 
the  Old  Miniilry  continued  it  only  to 
prefer ve  their  Superiority  in  the  Ad- 
miniftration. 

2.  The  D  .  .  .  of  M  .  .  .  /;  w^as 
not  Disbanded,  and  the  D  ....  of 
J  ,  .  ,  .  le  put  into  the  Command  of 
the  Army,  whereby  it  might  be  made 
appear,  that  not  penetrating  into  the 
heart  of  France^  was  an  Omiflion  with 
Defign  to  perpetuate  the  War. 

5.  The  War  however  pretended, 
and  after  Voted  to  be  carried  on  Espe- 
EiALLY  in  Sjj^m^  is  )uft  directed  as  it 
was  before  ;  None  of  the  old  Troops, 
or  but  very  few,  brought  over  from 
FUnderSj  on  the  contrary  more  Ship- 
ped over  thither  from  hence,  and  the 
War  in  S^atn  carried  on  by  new  Troops 
and  Imperialifts  as  it  was  before,  to 
the  utter  Difappointment  of  our 
Friends  at  St.  Germans. 

4.  Nothing  had  in  the  liift  been 
Voted  as  to  the  SuccelTioflf,'  or  the 
Qiieen's  Declaring  in  favour  of  the  Ex- 
iled •  •  •  •  (Pretender) 

^.  The 
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5.  The  Four  Impeachmt-nts  pro- 
mifed  to  be  brought  againfl  the  Whigg 
Miniitry ,  fuch  as  the  D  •  •  •  '  of 
M  '  '  •  •  hy  the  Lord  5  •  •  •  r,  the  • 
Earls  of  ]V  -  '  •  and  T  *  '  '  '  d  was 
no  more  Difcours'd  of,  but  dropt  in  a 
feint,  and  they  were  put  oflF  with  a 
Commiflion  to  State  and  Take  the 
Publick  Accounts. 

6.  The  Taxes  were  Lay 'd,  and  Mo- 
ney Rais'd  by  Funds  and  Loans  juft 
as  before,  notwithftanding  former  pre- 
tences of  EntaiUng  Debts  on  the  Na- 
tion. 

7.  The  Whiggs  were  Courted  to 
Raife  Credit,  the  Whiggs  Voted,  and 
were  joyn'd  in  thofe  Voces  for  Raifmg 
Taxes ,  for  Funds ,  and  Borrowing 
Money  by  Loan  ;  Whiggs  were  fuf- 
ter'd  to  Lend  Money  upon  the  faid 
Funds,  and  EncouragVl  to  Raife  Cre- 
dit upon  promifes  of  Moderation  and 
Temper  in  Management. 

8.  Whiggifh  Funds  were  Voted  to 
be  made  Good,  and  the  Exorbitant 
Debts  Contraded  by  Whiggifli  Ma- 
nagement all  to  be  paid ,  which  it 
was  agreed  Ihould  all  be  wiped  off 
with  a  Parliament  Spunge,  whereby 
all  former  Funds  being  re-afTum'd, 
the  Nation  might  have  Carried  on  the 
War  for  Twenty  year,  if  there  had 
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hcQn   occafion  ,    without    any  more 
Taxes. 

9.  Tolleration  and  Exemption  from 
Penal  Laws  continu'd  to  DilTenters, 
and  that  Fadious  Crew  declared, 
even  by  ParHament ,  to  be  Fellow 
Chrijltans  with  the  true  Sons  of  the 
Church  of  EngUnd  ;  whereas  we  had 
agreed  to  DilTolve  and  Overthrow  the 
pretended  Tolleration,  and  to  Extin- 
guifh  the  abhorr'd  Name  of  Schifma- 
tick  from  the  Nation ^  by  The  jhortejt 
Way  rvtth  the  Diffenters. 

10.  All  the  promifcd  Meafures]  for 
removing  the  Danger  of  the  Church 
forgotten,  and  all  the  Methods  for  ta- 
king away  the  Fears  and  Jealoufies  of 
her  Zealous  Clergy,  which  arife  from 
the  Uniting  with  Presbyterians,  and 
eftablifliing  a  Rebel  Church  in  the 
North  part  of  BntAtn^  negle(!iied, 

11.  Ihe  folemn  Recognition  of  the 
Doctrines  of  Pa/five  Obedience  and  Non- 
refiftmcey  which  was  agreed  to  be  pro- 
pofed  to  all  HerMajefty's  Subjects,  as 
a  new  Telt  of  Admittance  into  Offices 
and  Trulls ,  either  in  Parliament, 
Church ,  or  State,  forgotten  j  and  no 
more  heard  of  about  it. 

12.  The  Hereditary  Right  of  the 
Crown  of  Grent- Britain  not  allerted, 
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ia  oppofitlon  to  theTrayterous  pofition 
of  Legal  Limitation. 

Thefe  Refolations  being  Examin'd 
and  ApprovM,  the  Meafures  for  Re- 
(irefTing  thefe  Grievances  came  next 
into  Confideration,  which  were,  after 
mature  DeUberation,  and  many  De- 
bates and  Meetings,  Refolved  into 
fuch  as  thefe : 

i.  That  all  the  Clamour,  Noife, 
and  Raillery,  which  they  had  former- 
ly raifed  againft  the  Whiggs  and  Dii- 
fenters  fliould  ceafe  for  a  while,  and 
to  employ  that  ufeful  Talent-  without 
which  the  very  being  and  nature  of 
the  Caufe  would  fink  and  be  forgotten 
in  the  World,  the  whole  Stream,  with 
all  the  Sluces  and  Flood-gates  thereof 
fl'iOuld  be  turn'd  down,  open'd,  and 
let  fly  at  the  New  Miniflry,  and  the 
Managers  under  them. 

2.  That  upon  all  Occafions,  they 
fhould  endeavour  to  make  their  juil 
Complaints  as  popular  as  poflible, 
and  principally  on  account  of  the 
Great  Negled'  of  the  promifed  Zeal 
for  the  Church,which  mftead  of  giving 
lier  eafe  from  Schifme  and  Fatlion, 
is  like  to  be  fobb'd  off  with  Building 
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a  few  Churches,  and  Repairing  her 
Liturgy,   things  they  could  wiUingly 
have  parted  with,  for   but   one  Vote 
againft  Tolleration  and  HKcmption. 

^ .  That  Jmhony  Marquis  de  Guifcard 
Hiould  in  all  their  Writings  and  Dif- 
courfes  beDamn'dfora  Poultroneand 
a  Scoundrel,  not  for  AiTalTinating  or 
Stabbing  Mr.  Harley^  but  for  doing  it 
by  halves,  and  Stabbing  him  in  the 
wrong  place,  fince  they  have  deter^ 
min'd  in  all  their  AlTemblies  and  De- 
bates, Nemine  Contr^dicente^  That  he 
has  been  the  only,  or  moll:  material  ob- 
ftacle  to  all  the  true  meafures  of  Higli 
Church,  and  the  great  Caufe  of  all 
their  Grievances  aforefaic^,  and  that  he 
has  their  conftant  ill-will,  Back-blcf- 
fings,  and  Anathema's  accordingly. 

4.  That  they  fliould  endeavour  to 
bring  as  many  of  their  Friends  to  this 
new  Society  as  is  pofTible  ;  who  fliould 
be  all  Engag'd  upon  Parole  of  Honour 
to  purfue  the  juft  meafures  of  the 
whole,  in  order  to  obtain  a  rcdrcfs  of 
all  the  Grievances  aforefaid. 

5.  That  of  thefe  Friends  and  AlFifl- 
ants ,  they  fliould  forthwith  apply 
thcrafelves  with  all  their  Jntereil,  tq 
gain,  If  Possible,  fome  of  the 
Members  of  the  H  •  •  •  of  C  •  •  •  .• 
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to  their  Society,  and  as  many  as  they 
could  of  the  Dignified  Clergy  ;  as  to 
the  Inferiour  Clergy,  one  of  the  Soci- 
ety flood  up  and  acquainted  them, 
that  he  was  empower'd  from  Dr.  Sa- 
cheverell  to  afTure  them,  That  both  he 
and  all  his  Difciples  of  the  Inferiour 
Priefts  and  Deacons,  were  with  them 
heart  and  hand,  and  he  immediately 
produced  his  Commiffion  from  the 
Do6lor  for  his  Credentials. 

6.  Laftly,  That  fome  Honourable 
Name  iliould  be  confider'd  of  for  their 
Meeting,  in  order  to  perpetuate  their 
Endeavours,  and  Record  both  it  and 
their  Perfons  to  Pofterity,  in  Perpetuam 
rel  Memoriam, 

It  fell  out  unhappily,  that  while  the 
Society  were  deliberating  upon  the 
Eternizing  their  Memory  in  Hiftory, 
and  to  that  end  giving  themfelves  a 
Name ;  a  Gentleman  of  Quality  comes 
into  the  Tavern,  and  coming  up  to 
the  Bar,  enquires  for  the  AiTembly  by 
the  word  October;  accordingly 
the  Mafter  of  the  Houfe  fends  the 
Draw^er  up  Stairs  with  the  Gentleman 
to  ihew  him  the  Room.  The  Drawer 
goes  up  to  the  firft  fpace  in  the  Stairs, 
when  feeing  another  Drawer  at  the 

top 
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top  of  the  Stairs,  he  ftopt;  and  calling 
up  to  the  other  Drawer,  IVil/y  fays 
fhew  the  Gentleman    to   the  Club. 

What  Club  fays  m/!?  D- ye,  the 

Fellow's  a  Fool,  the  O^oher  Club:  So 
he  carries  him  in. 

In  the  very  moment  this  happen'd, 

Sir  Thomas fends  his  Footman  to 

the  Tavern,  to  fee  if  the  Company 
was  met ;  jT^c^',  fays  Sir  Thomas^  Go  to 
the  Bell  and  enquire  if  the  Gentlmen 
of  the  Club  are  come?  If  they  don't 
underftand  you  by  that,  give  them 
the  word  OBober.  Jack,  a  blundering 
Weft-country  Booby  comes  up  to  the 
Bar  decently  enough,  but  asking  once 
or  twice,  and  the  People  being  bufy, 
and  not  minding  him,  he  ftood  like  a 
Mute  a  while ;  but  a  Drawer  by  that 
time  being  a  little  at  leifure,  took 
notice  of  him,  Who  do  you  look  for , 
fays  the  Drawer  ?  The  October 
C  L  u  B  B,  fays  the  Innocent  Clown, 
bawhng  it  aloud.  Up  two  pair  of  Stairs 
in  the  Great  Room,  fays  the  Draw- 
er, and  up  Stairs  goes  the  Footman. 

As  the  D 1  would  have  It,  who 

was  certainly    their  G d  father. 

Three  Gentlemen  comes  in  at  the  very 

mo- 
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moment  to  ask  for  Ocioher,  and  they 
hears  the  Boy  enquire  as  before,  ancj 
up  Stairs  they  go  with  him. 

Juft  as  they  were  come  in,  the  Society 
were  in  Debate  as  above  for  fome  Ho- 
nourable Defignation  to  beftow  on 
themfelves  to  Eternife  the  memory  of 
their  Affembly,  when  the  firft  Gentle- 
man ftands  up,  and  Addreffmg  himfeif 

merrily  toEfq;  H the  Chairman 

for  the  time  being ;  Mr.  Chairman, 
lays  lie,  I  think  we  may  fave  our 
felves  the  trouble  of  this  Debate,  for 
if  I  miftake  not  our  Society  is  ChrilK 
ned  already,  and  fo  tells  them  his  ftoiy 
of  the  two  Drawers.  While  heisfpeak- 
ing.  Sir  William '—  being  one  of  the 
three  Gentlemen  >  fays  he ,  I  felici- 
tate you.  all  upon  your  new  Title  of 
Honour,  Gentlemen,  and  fo  tells  hi$ 
Itory  of  Sir  Thomas''s  Footman. 

Several  in  the  Society  took  offence 
at  it,  and  moved  the  Matter  of  the 
Houfe  might  be  fpoken  to,  that  care 
might  be  taken  of  it ',  but  it  was  got 
among  the  Drawers,  and  from  thence 
it  went  among  the  Footmen,  and  it 
was  to  no  more  purpofe  to  go  about 
to  flop  it  then,  than. my  Lord  Haver- 
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{bam*s  Thumb   to  the  Tide  at  Gravef- 
end, 
Thus  much  for  the  Original  of  the  Name. 

We  thought  to  have  given  you  a 
brief  Hirtorical  Account  here  of  the 
diligent  Endeavours  of  the  Members 
of  this  Club,  for  fo  xve  are  now  to  call 
them^  to  Grace  their  AiTembly  with 
the  Attendance  of  fome  of  our  Na- 
tions Reprefentatives :  But  they  ha- 
ving met  with  a  great  Mortification 
on  that  Head,  not  being  able,  ac- 
cording to  their  Defire  and  Expecta- 
tions, to  bring  any  of  that  Body  to 
Joyn  with  them,  no,  not  one ;  and 
the  Defign  of  this  being  only  to  fpeak 
to  the  Honour  and  Advantage  of  the 
Society,  we  are  unwilling  to  leave  up- 
on Record  any  thing  fo  much  to  their 
Difadvan  tage  and  Difcouragement. 

The  Hiflory  of  the  many  bright 
Ornaments  of  the  Church  who  came 
dayly  over  to  them,  and  of  the  En- 
creafe  of  their  Number  from  two 
Originals,  recited  to  near  One  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty  Members  ;  the 
conftant  Flux  of  Afliihnts  from  the 
Neither  //c/i^/i?  of  Con— atiofl,the  farther 
proceedings  of  the  Diligent  EmiiTarics 

they 
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they  employ 'd,  and  the  like;  the{d 
may  afford  a  large  Field  of  moft  life^ 
ful  Hiftory,  and  which  in  time  may 
be  made  more  publick  for  the  Informa- 
tion of  the  Age,  and  the  Caution  of 
Pofterity. 

At  prefent  we  fhall  only  acquaint 
you,  that  in  purfuance  of  the  Rvo. 
Propofitions  mentioned  above,  the 
Gentlemen  applied  themfelvea  with 
Great  Dihgence,  and  fome  fay,  with 
unexpedled  Succefs,  to  propagate  the 
Caufethey  were  Embark'din,  (viz.  J 
to  Ered  a  new  Faftion  of  Malecon-' 
tents  among  us,  the  Nation  not  be- 
ing Divided  enough  before  ;  and  upon 
all  occalions  to  go  about  Murmuring, 
Complaining ,  and  railing  Jealoufies 
among  the  People,  againft  the  Queen 
and  her  new  Adminiilration  : 

For  ftill  omitting  needful  Security 
to  the  Church,  which  remains  m  the 
fame  Danger  as  before. 

For  Encouraging  the  Fa6lious  and 
Evil  principled  Dilfcnters. 

For  Declining  the  Advantages  of  an 
Hereditary  Claim  to  the  Crown, 

For  Carrying  on  the  War  with  the 
fame  fury  as  formerly. 

For 
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For  fetting  up  for  a  Moderate  ma- 
nagement of  Affairs. 

And  the  like. 

It  happen'd  one  day,  in  the  profe^ 
cution  of  thefe  Affairs,  three  Gentle- 
men were  Introduced  to  their  Society, 
whofe  Faces  were  not  well  known  ;  on 
a  fuddain  a  certain  Damp  fpread  upon 
the  Countenances  of  the  reif,  and  they 
began  to  look  upon  one  another  ;  the 
Bufinefs  of  the  Society  feem'd  to  Itop, 
and  the  Gentlemen  all  in  little  Com- 
mittees, of  two,  three,  five,  feven,  and 
the  like,  talking  upon  private  matters, 
till  Sir  M — '-  Itanding  up  mov'd  the 
Chairman  to  call  to  the  order  of  the 
Society,  which  was  done,  and  fome- 
body  mentioning  the  bringing  in  of 
three  Strangers,  G  —  L —  C —  ilood 
up  and  anfwer'd  for  them.  That  they 
were  three  Honeft  Gentlemen  oi North- 
Britain,  and  all  of  his  acquamtance : 
upon  which  all  were  fatisfied  and  fell 
to  Bufinefs  again. 

However   this    occafion'd    a  New 

Debate,  ftarted  by  Sir  H M , 

a  worthy  Member  of  the  Society,  of 
what  fort  of  People  they  fliould  Admit 
or  Exclude  from  their  Society. 

M  The 
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The    previous    Qiicftion  took  up 
feme  time,  and  occalion'd  feveral  very 
Learned  Speeches ,   ( njiz. ) .  Whether 
they  fliould  Exclude  any  kind  of  Peo- 
ple or  no  ?  But  this  v^-as  carried  in 
the    affirmative    for    many  Reafons ; 
efpeciaily  this,   Tint  tho'  their  Grie- 
vances were  to  be  made  as  popular, 
and   their   Reafons   of   their  Difcon- 
tents  as  publick  as  pofTible,  yet  the 
Meafures  they  were  to  take  for  the 
bringing  it  to  pafs,  and  the  Perfons 
and  Engines  they  might  emyloy,  as 
well  as  their  own  perfons,  it  would 
be  neceflfary  to   conceal,  as  much  as 
pofTible, 

This  being  RefolvM,  the  next  thing 
to  be  Confider'd  was,  What  fort  ot 
People  were  to  be  Admitted  or  Ex- 
cluded, in  which  their  Debates  were 
very  remarkable  on  m.any Accounts; 
and  we  fliall  give  you  an  Abiirad  of 
-fom'e  of  them  ,  tho'  the  Learned 
Speeches  made  on   this  occafion,  by

and  others,  are,  for  want  of  room  in 
this  Tract,  purpofcly  omitted,  things 
otlietM-iie  worthy  of  iiLcrnal  Remark, 
efjk^iaiiy  as  coming  from  Men  known 
never  to  have  .  fpokenSence  before, 
■''*'"  and 
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and  therefore  certainly  fpeaking  by 
fupernatural  Inlpiration  now:  A  moft 
fublime  Tellimony  to  the  Goodnefs  of 
their  Caufe,  and  a  Token  of  the 
Great  Succefs  they  expsQ:  to  attend 
them. 

The  firft  propoial  was  about  a 
Whia^ ;  The  Word  was  no  fooner 
nam'd,  but  an  univerfal  Hifs  begin- 
ning among  the  Clergy  at  the  upper 
end  of  the  Room,  fpread  it  it\l 
throughout  the  whole  Company : 
There  was  a  Wifcr  Man  than  moft 
among  them,  who  Mov'd  the  A5ir- 
mative  ;  he  tokl  him  there  were  fome 
High-flyers  among  the  Whiggs,  and 
as  ail  Hot  Principles  was  ufefui  to  their 
De(igns-he  thought  it  was  a  good  piece 
of  Policy  to  receive  fuch,  as  Tools  for 
their  Work. 

But  it  was  anfwer'd  thofe  Tools 
might  be  made  ufe  of  at  fecond  hand, 
and  without  doors  and  fo  he  was 
over-rulM,  and  all  manner  of  Whiggs, 
old  Whiggs,  or  Modern  Whiggs  were 
Excluded,  only  with  a  referve  for  my 
Lord  —  Haverjha-fn^s  Ghoff ,    if  he 

thought  fit  to  appear,  IV .  F — , 

and  .4r.  R ,  my  Lord  •  .•  K • 
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IV ,  and  the  D  -^  of  J — ^//, 

three   6^cots    Presbyterians  ^    and    two 
Quakers. 

It  was  long  indeed  before  thofe 
could  be  allowed,  but  at  kill  a  Learn- 
ed Diflindlion  was  accepted  in  their 
Favour,  ( viz,. )  That  they  were  all 
Friends  to  the  Pretender  :  So  they 
were  admitted  as  ^xcobttes^  not  as 
JVhiggSy  no  Favour  being  allow'd  to 
the  latter  upon  any  Terms  what- 
ever. 

It  was  next  Debated,  whether  Pa- 
pifis  fhould  be  admitted  into  their 
Society,  and  it  was  carried  for  a  per- 
miflion,  after  much  Debate,  with  this 
Rell:ri6:ion  :  "  Prcvidedy  Neverthelejsy 
*'  a»d  it  is  hereby  Enacied  by  the  jlutho- 
*'  rity  aforefaid^  That  no  Papifi  be  ad- 
*'  mitted  into  this  Society  who  has  abcve 
"  ^ooj.  a  year  Efiate  in  Land  within 
"  this  J^ingdom.  It  may  be  matter  of 
Speculation  why  fuch  an  Exception  as 
this  iliould  be  made  :  Put  the  ilafe  was 
very  platn^  for  it  was  alledg'd,  That 
the  Papijls  of  greater  Eftates,  tho' 
they  were  wilhng  enough  to  have 
the  Revolution  of  this  Nation  un- 
ravell'd,  and  the  Royal  Line,  as  they 
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call  it,  reftor'd ;  yet  they  fee  fo  much 
improbability  in  the  Succefs,  and  how 
they  are  fo  certain  to  be  ruin'd  in 
the  attempt  by  thefe  fort  of  Men, 
that  generally  fpeaking,  they  are  en- 
clin'd  to  fit  ftill  and  be  quiet,  till 
they  have  fome  furer  Game  to  play; 
and  therefore  leaft  th^k  M^ifer-Paprjh 
fhould  make  fome  prudent,  moderate 
fteps,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  High- 
flying hairbrain'd  Principles,  and  fo 
prevent  their  ruining  themfelves, 
which  they  are  refolv'd  upon  in  fpight 
of  Common  Senfe ;  for  this  reafon 
they  Excluded  fuch,  at  the  fame  time 
Admitting  all  the  Guifcardms^  French- 
Spies,  Defperadoes  and  Mad-men,  as 
well  Papifis  as  others. 

We  fliould  here  have  defcended  to 
the  affirmative  of  the  Debate,  and 
given  you  fome  Diftinguifliing  Cha- 
racters of  the  forts  they  have  agreed 
to  admit ,  and  the  manner  of  their 
admilTion:  But  this,  together  with 
the  CharaClers  of  the  Perfons,  we  are 
obliged,  for  want  of  room,  to  adjourn 
to  the  farther  Hiilory  of  their  Pro- 
ceedings ,  which  is  preparing  to  be 
made  publick ;  in  which  Account, 
their  Principles,  Politicks  and  Perfons, 
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may  have  juftice  done  them  more  ac 
large. 

Mean  time  we  hope  thefeHiftorical 
and  Authentick  Memoirs  of  their  Ori- 
ginal maybe  to  the  fatisfaQ:ion  of  the 
Reader,  and  may  be  allow 'd  to  have 
anfwer'd  its  Title,  (njiz,.)  The  Secret 
Hiftory  of  the  October  iC/a^^. 

We  thought  alfo  to  have  given  ydd 
a  New  Poem  to  the  Honour  and  Glory 
of  the  Society,  a  true  Original,  by  a 
Member  of  the  Clubb :  But  we  are 
oblig'd  to  referve  it  for  a  farther  op- 
portunity. 
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
